YELLOW-FEVER. 
NO DANGER OF A VISITATION. 
Special Disvatch to The Chicago Tripune. 

New YORK, Aug. 19.—There were two cases 
of yellow-fever of a mild type ona schooner 
which arrived at this port from Havana four 
days ago. The patients were taken to the quar- 
antine hospital, in the lower bay, and the vessel 
was tumigated and detained there fora day or 
two, when she Was permittedto goas far as 
Bedloe's Island, where she was today. The 
news that yellow-fever bas been discovered on 
an incoming vessel always spreads quickly, 
and in this case it hag given rise 
to an e@Xaggerated fear that New York 
City is in danger of a visitation 
of the disease. Inquiry at quarantine yesterday 
elicited the fact that, such a fear is without 
cause. There have been fewer cases of yeilgw- 
fever ju this port this summer than is ustal 
during the bot months, and no seaman has been 
found sick with yellow-fever on any vessel bail- 
ing from a United States port. All of the cases 
of which the beaith officers have any Knowledge 
this season have come from the West Indies. No 
unusual precautions have been thought npeces- 
sary at quarantine to guard against Yellow 
Jack this summer. Dr. Sanborn remarked to- 
day that there was no reason to expect an epi- 
demic of yellow-fever this year, nor any proDu- 
bility of the disease reaching this city.

CARL MAYER. 
SUICIDE AT HUBER’S HOTEL OF A CITIZEN 

OF DAVENPORT WHIL ON HIS WAY TO 

GERMANY. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

New Yorn, Aug. 19.—Carl Mayer, a German 
saloonkeeper of Davenport, Ia., was found dead 
in bed with his throat cut, at Huber’s Immi- 
kraut Hotel, No. 62 Greenwich street, this morn- 
ing. Mayer came to this country from Ger- 
many about II years ago, and settled in Daven- 
port, where he did a prosperous business. trom 
time to time he gave his wife money to put 
away. She deposited the money in a bank. and 
in 1881 the account amounted to over $30,000. 
Mrs. Mayer had a disagreement with 
ber husband at this time, and che de- 
termined to return to her relatives in 
Germany. She then took the $3,000 with her, 
and a short time after reaching her native 
land she died. Mayer was on his way to Ger- 
many to get this money, which he claimed de- 
longed to him, and not bis wiite’s relatives. He 
sold out his place in Davenport, and, taking 
witb bim William Schroder, a young nephew of 
his wife, he came to this city, where he arrived 
last week. He purchased a draft for $1,000 on 
a German bam bouse, and also bought two 
second-cabin tickets to Bremen and return 
ou the North German Lioyd steamsbip Donau, 
which sailed today. Mayer and his nephew 
stopped at Huber's Hotel. The tormer was very 
restiess. Schroder arose at 6 o’ciock this morn- 
ing, and, as he ex ted to sail that day, he 
thought it best to awake his uncie. He knocked 
at the door of the iatter’s room several times, 
but reeeived no answer. On opening the door, 
to his borror he found his uncle lying on the 
edge of his bed and a pool of biood on the floor. 
Near Maver was a pocket-kunife with 
which e bad evidentiy killea im- 
self. His throat bad been cut, and there 
was also a stab wound trom the knife in the 
lettarm. The man had been dead for some 
hours. The police was informed, and the body 


was taken irom the hotel to the station-bouse. 


A watch and chain and about $40 in money, be- 
sides the draft fur $1,600, were found among the 
dead man’s etfects, which Schroder placed in 
the bands of the police. Mr. Huber, the keeper 
of the hotel, says there was nothing suspicious 
about the conduct of the nephew, and in his 
opinion Mayer committed suicide while tempo- 
rarily insane, 
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PIANOS BURNED. 

A NINE-STORY BUILDING DESTROYED YES- 
TERDAY MORNING—LOSS OVER $250,000, 
New York, Aug. 19.—A fire this morning de- 

stroyed the piano factory of Hartman, Dowling 

& Peck, on Tenth avenue and Fifty-seventa 

street. The loss is estimated at 620,000, upon 

which there is insurance, but not enough to 
cover the loss. The factory was a brick struct- 
ure, nine stories in hight, and well filled 
with seasoned lumber and inflammable 
material. The efforts of the firemen were 
directed to preventing a disastrous spread 
of the flames to the adjoining tenements. The 
entire brigade of the upper district worked for 
three hours to accomplish this end, and stood 
their ground bravely. The four-story tene- 
ment, 6 Tenth avenue, caught fire repeatedly, 
but the flames were fought back. The headlong 
flight of the occupants, with those from adjein- 
ing tenements, made a scene of terror and con- 
tusion, but no accidents happened. The fourth 
floor of the factory was occupied by Oakley & 

Keating, manufacturers of wasbing-machiues. 

Their stock and machinery were destroyed. 

Loss, $30,000; partly insured. 

The firm emploped 400 men, and from 1,200 to

ESCAPING STEAM, 


EXCITEMENT ON A HUDSON RIVER STEAMER

Celebration of the Centenary of 


a Hard Battle with In- 
dians. 


The Bad Tactics Which Led to 
a Slaughter of Sixty Pi- 
oneers. 


Exercises Yesterday at the Site of a Pro- 
jected Monument to Perpetuate 


the Story.

Paris, Ky., Aug. 19.—A hundred years ago to- 
day was fought the disastrous battle ot the 
Lower Blue Lick. Its centenary was fittingly 
observed today by the descefidants of those 
whose bones are crumbling under the soil of the 
old battle-fleld. Kentucky was but sparsely 
setiled then, ana Indian raids on the outlying 
stations were frequent and dangerous. On the 
night of the 14th of August, 1782, a band of red 
men, numbering some 400, with Simon Girty, 
the renegade, at their head, Surrounded the ex. 
posed settiemeut of Bryan's. Station, a few 
miles northeast of Lexington, and for two days 
tried by force and strategy to destroy it. Rein. 
forcements reuoued the place from Lexington, 
and the Indians withdrew in the niht, going 
north toward the Ohio River. Mounted mese 
seugers bad been sent from the sta- 


tion to Lexington, Harrodsburg, and Boones. 
borough, and help came pouring in from those 
distant settlements. On the evening of the 18th 
of August they gathered outside the station do 
the number of 175 and started after the 
retreating Indians. They came up with 
them just as they had crossed 
the Licking River, and saw some 
Straggiers disappearing over the brow of the 
cliffs opposit. niel Boone and some others 
advised cautious and slow action, but the hot- 
headed of the band would not listen. “Horse 
foot plunged pell mell into the water and gain 
the other shore. 

The Indians lay concealed in the ravines that 
flanked the bare ridge over which their pursu- 
ers bad to ride, and they opened on the whiteg 
when they were most ex posed to their galling fire, 
The slaughter was terrific. Officers and men 
were shot down like sheep in a — and after 
a short resistance the whites broke for the 
ford. Between the ridge and the river the 
tomahawk of the savage was busy, and tha 
175 men who crossed the stream sixty never re- 
turned. Up to the water’s edge and in the ford 
the slauguter was carried on, and then the pur- 
suit began, but the battle was over. Cols, Todd 
and Trigg. Mais. Bulg@r and Harlan, Capts. Mo- 
Bride and Gordon, and young meant the vet- 
eran’s soa, were among those who fell, whose 
names bave been rescued from oblivion. The 
loss seems very small to us, but to those 
pioneers it was the destruction of over one-thi 
the tighting force of the country for miles around, 
The commemorative exercises today were 
ducted under the auspices of the Battle Mon 
ment Association, the laying of the vorn 
stone of the monument being tae chief feature, 
For years after the battle of the Licks the name 
and glory of the pioneers Who fell on the banks 
of the stream lived only on the tongue and in 
the memory of those who fought with them or 
the kin they left at home.

It is reported that four English soldiers were 
wounded during the afternvon. 

The transports Arab and British Prince, with 
troops, arrived here. 

Information from headquarters states that a 
prominent persou has been discovered to be in 
constant communication with the rebels. He 
wilt be arrested and confined on beurd an Egyp- 
tian man‘of-war. It is reported the person re- 
ferred to is Hassan Pasha, Cherif’s Minister of 
Whakfs. 

The Khedive bas decided to nitrust Cherif 
Pasha with the Presidency of the new Ministry, 
but the Ministry will not be constituted until 
the arrival of Riaz Pasha. 

Mr. Long, the American Consul at Alexandria, 
was attacked by a body of forty of the natives 
inside the Gabarra gate this morning. Mr. Long 
was unarmed, but he scized a large club, and 
backing into a corner cried for help, and made 
uch an effective defense that none ot the as- 
sailants could get near enovgh to bim to burt 
him. During the attack the natives made a 
great deal of noise, and the clamor attracted the 
attention of some of the English soldiery on 
duty. These at first supposed that the fight 
was merely one of the usual native 
rows, but when they discovered the char- 
acter of the assailed, they made a descent upon 
the assailants, liberated Long, and captured all 
the ringleaders. ‘The attack upon Long was 
premeditated and was meant to be fatal. The 
ringleaders, who have been arrested, assert that 
they have been lying in wait for Long for sev- 
eral days and nights, and meant to kill him. 
They allege that the reason for the attack is thac 
Long recently drove over and seriously injured 
several Egyptians—friends of the assailants— 
who were in the way of his carriage in one of 
the streets in Alexandria, and who refused to 
get out of bis way as quickly as de insolently 
ordered them. They characterize his couduct 
on this occasion as highhanded and outrageous, 
and assert that the best thing Long can do is to 
get out of Egypt, as if he remains nis life will 
surely be taken. 

Long denies the outrage alleged by his assail- 
ants, and says the only thing of the kind he can 
recollect was one day while driving toward the 
grand square arabbie of natives surrounded his 
Carriage and tried to stop it. Not knowing their 
purpose, and being unarmed, he whipped up 
his horses as the only means of escape from 
what he believed to be mortal danger. Three 
natives clinging to the reins were thrown down, 
one of whom was trampled on. Several clinging 
te the spokes were also hurt. Long had no idea 
his conduct ou that occasion could be considered 
high-handed, or made a basis of a conspiracy 
against his life. So masy foreigners have had 
similar experiences, his own on this occasion 
was almost forgotten. It is reported Long was 
most exhausted. 

Port Sub. Aug. 19.— Just before sunset the 
gu t Fulcon went out, apparently to recon- 
noitre Fort Ghemel. She is now ancbored of 
the fort. 

Two French gunboats red the canal to- 
day, said to be bound for Ismailia. 

It is also said some British troops will leave 
here tonight for Ismailia. Her Majesty's Ship 
Tourmaline is apparentiy detained for duty at 
Ismailia. 

WAR DISPATCHES. 

MALTA, Aug. 19.—The German corvet 
Nymphe sailed from this port today for Bey- 
reuth. 

PORTSMOUTH, Aug. 19.—The troop-ship Mala- 
bar, with twenty-six officers and 1,08 men, 
draftea for various regiments in Egypt. sailed 
today. There was great enthusiasm on the ves- 
sel's departure. The Queen will inspect the ship 
from her yacht. 

AT CONSTANTINOPLE. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 19.—A speeial Cabinet 
Council was heid today, at which Assym Pasba 
was present. 

It is understood the Porte is willing to modify 
the Turkish draft for a military convention by 
the addition of the following three clauses. 

I. An English Geueral shall be attached to the 
Turkish camp to facilitate the interchange of 
communications petween the Turks and the 
British. 

2. The maneuvres of the English and Turkish 
forces shall be mutually carried out in such 
manner as to avoid interference oue with the 
other. , 

3. A date shall be Gxed for the evacuation of 
Egypt by the Eugligh forces. 

It is believed that England has also consented 
to certain modifications in der araft for the 
con vention, and au understanding between the 
two Governments is therefore regarded prob- 
able. 

liis stated that Said Pasha, Turkish Prime 
Minister, intends to resummon the conference 
shortly.

Sheikh, Obeid-Allah, announcing his arrival in 
Kurdistan. poy 

The Sultan is understood to be more averse 
than ever ta the issuance of a prociamation 
against Arabi Pasha and the acceptance of a 
proposal for military intervention. The fanati- 
cal party are for the moment entirely in the as- 
cendant. The growing sympathy of the people 
here with Arabi Pasha is daily causing the pal- 
ace increased anxiety. Several arrests have al- 
ready been made of peggons too strougly out- 
spoken in support of Arabi. Inflammatory reli- 
gious preaching has been prevalent iu the 
mosques, notoriously in that of St. Sophia, dur- 
ing Ramazan, or the annual Mohammedan lent, 
which is now being observed. 

It is said Assym Pas®a has prepared a araft 
for a convention embodying mutual concessions 
by England and Turkey. The new project will 
be submitted to Lord Granviile and afterwards 
to the Sultan for ratificauon. 

It is thought probable the conference will 
meet again Monday. 

The Italian re ntative has obtained the 
signatures of the Ambassadors to a protocol re- 
lating to the international protection of the 
Suez Canal. Lord Dafferin, in signing it, reiter- 
ated his previous reservation as to the force 
majeure clause, which ‘provides for non-inter- 
ference by the international! police with military 
operations. A commission of naval omcers of 
ali the States concerned will meet at Port Said 
to superintend the measures necessary for the 
protection of the canal, 


BRITISH AND IRISH. 
' Re VIEW OF THE WEEK. 

Apecial Jispatch to The Chwago Tribun-. 
New York, Aug. 19.—The New York Tribune 
received the following cable dispatch: 

Lonpon, Aug. 19.—The adjournment of Par- 
liament created little interest, yet a review of 
the Government's situation cannot fail to give 
satisfaction. Owing to the demands of Ireland 
and Irish obstruction, there have been few ad- 
ditions to the statute-book of the first rank, but 
several excellent measures of practical impor- 
tance relating to education, postal facilities, 
electric ligbtaing, married women’s property, 
and the act against extortionate money-lenders 
have been adopted. Notwithstanding the pov- 
erty of the year’s work, the Government 
is stronger than it was in the 
spring. Forster's and Bright's resignations 
have not weakened the Ministry. An 
abler man than Forster has been found in Trév- 
and Bright's departure relieved the 
Cabinet ot the peace-at-any-price e.obarrass- 
ments. Three months ago the popularity of the 
Government seemed turning, owing to the 
Exy ptian policy, but it is now risiiw. If were is 
a short war, followed by a quick settlement, and 
procedure is reformed in the autumn, the Gov- 
ernment will not hesitate to bring about a gen- 
eral election nextsummer. They will thus get 
the declafation of the constituencies on the land 
and franchise question and a new lease of power. 
This project is already in the air. The courage 
of the Crimes-Prevention Commission naturaily 
meets with approval in England, but the gen- 
eral opinion in the Grey case condemns the se- 
verity of the sentence. Grey is a popular man, 
and the sympathy for him has been emphatic, 
but his journal and his conduct In the House 
have shown bim untrustworthy. Grey seriously 
discredited himself moaths ago by the persist- 
ent publication of confidential documents is- 
sued from Dublin Castle. The official class are 
naturally angry. Nevertheless, Justice Lawson 
was unduly harsb. Mr. Gladstone told Eari 


Spencer to deal with Grey as he likes. In a few 
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other portion of his sentence remitted. The 
English press, which first supported, now con- 
demns Justice Lawson. 

But for the atrocious outrage just reported 
from Connemara clemency would doubtiess be 
extended to Hynes. This attempt to exter- 
minate an entire family will harden the Vice- 
roy's heart. The savagery of Connemara has 
been notorious for half a century. The Free- 
man's Journal is loudest in expressions of hor- 
ror.

The facts strongly favor 
the Government course. The country is so un- 
settled that British annexation is the only al- 
ternative to Cetewayo's restoration. The Earl 
of Kimberly said that he found Cetewayo no 
ordinary man to deal with. After the restora- 
tion was announced to the ex-King, be and bis 
suite burst forth singing and dancing.

OTHER SUBJECTS. 

The London stock market has been buoyant 
this week, especially for English raiiroad securi- 
tiesand Egyptian and Turkish tribute loans. 
Tre rise was only slightly checked by the in- 
creased bank rate. The market here for Amer- 
ican securities of all sorts simply reflects the 
movements upon your side of the Atlantic. 
There is very little real business doing in any- 
thing, as most of the dealers are away, and the 
public at large is holding aloof until foreign 
politicos presenta more settled aspect. Things 
being favorable,a large amount of business, 
both by investors and speculators, may-be an- 
ticfpated next month. 

Harvesting still continues in fine if rather 
dull weather. All the crops are realizing the ex- 
pectacions that have been formed of them ro- 
cently, and are above an ordinary average, 
with the one exception of the wheat 
crop, and even that is above the 
average of the last fifteen years. The yield of 
hay is oue of the heaviest ever known. «So, with 
a vigorous foreign policy and a decent harvest. 
Mr. Gladstone's Administration seems for the 
moment to be in luck ail round. 

With the excepfion of some four anda half 
miltions of unimportant people whose engage- 


meots detain them at home all London is out of 


towu—ou the Continent, at the seaside, 
in Scotland. Apropos of Scotland, that 
excellent bird, the grouse, is abundant 
and cbeap, but as the streets are 


clean and not crowded, the weather is fine and 
delightfully cool, and we have the parks with 
the trees in full foliage and their undulating 
surface carpeted with bright flowers and rare 
tropical plants. There are many worse places 
of residence tban London out of the season. 

Most of the theatres and other piaces of 
amusement are closed. We bave several Amer- 
ican companies playing here, presumably 
with a view to obtaining the cachet 
of a “London success” to serve them 
in the provinces and in the United States. 
Fun on the Bristol at the Olympic is drawing 
good houses, though the opinions both of the 
critics and the audiences as to the “fun” are 
very varied. Mr. J. F. Sheridan's acting is much 
applauded.

THE AUSTRIAN SENSATION. 

Trreste, Aug. 19.—The bombs found in the box 
seized here yesterday are identical in coff&truc- 
tion with those thrown into the ranks of the 
Society of Veterans on the 2d inst. while they 
were marching through the Corso to salute the 
Kmperor’s brother, the Archduke Charles Lewis. 
An inquiry was heid yesterday, when the whole 
thread of the conspiracy was discovered. The 
committee charged with the work of elaborating 
the plot is located in Italy, while its employés 
are engaged in constructing Dombs at Trieste. 
A large number of the latter, dwelling 
in the lowest quarters of the town, huve been 
arrested, as throwing; also some persons who 
participated in throwing bombs the 2d inst. 
Among the documeats found in the box were 
prociamations, which, though bearing a Trieste 
imprint, were printed in Venice. Several Italian 
subjects have been expelled from this city.

He Denies that He Hired Conkling to 
Put a Pressure on Cornell, and He- 
torts on Cornell with a Little Story 
About Stock Transactions.

New Yor, Aug. 19.—It having been asserted 


of ex-Senators Roscoe Coukling and Platt at 
Jay Gould’s residence at Irvington-on-the- 
Hudson was for the purpose of devising 
means whereby the renomination of Gov. 
Cornell could be defeated, and Messrs. Gould 
and Conkling having been charged with pre- 
vious efforts to corrupt the Governor, Mr. 
Gould said today when asked if Mr. Conk- 


ling was em ployed as his attorney 
to influence Gov. Cornell's mind in 
reference to the Elevated Railroad Dill: 


No, sir; Mr. Conkling bas never been my in- 


dividual attorney or counsel. Lam coanected 
with many corporations, and these corporations 
bave extended interests, involving important 
legal questions, and it is perfectly natural that 
we should seek the counsel of the most emi- 
nent legal tulent in the cougtry. As to 
the Elevated Railroad Tax bill before it passed, 
and, indeed, before presenting arguments ia its 
favor to the Legisiature, | conferred with the 
Governor personally. met him in the 
ball of the Fifth Avenue Hotel. He in- 
vited me into bis room. Allusion was 
made to the disputed taxes of the 
elevated roads, and the Governor expressed the 
opinion that the true and equitable way to ad- 
just the matter was for the Legislature to pxss 
sucha bill as had been introduced. He added 
that he would gladly approve such a measure.” 

Gould says be fully expected Gov. Ugrnell to 
Sign the bill. As for having avy connection 
with the Governor in stock transactions, Gould 
“[ have an unsettled account 
in connection with what 
kuowu in Wail street as the 
Governor's blind pool in American District 
Telegraph. This pool. he says, Gov. Cornell got 
up since his election. The particulars of it 
Gould would not give beyond tune fact that the 
Governor urged bim to take an interest in it and 
lend it his (Gould's) name. How it turned 
out Gouid does not know, but he says 
common report says that he has made some 
bundreds of thousands of dollars out of the pool, 
so that lam expecting a xvod round check by 
way of dividend. The Governor baving this 
agreemeut sigued by us, and. giving him au- 
thority to buy, be let that fact quietly leak 
out in the street amoug his friends. They nat- 
urally conciuded that if the Governor was going 
to buy so large an amount of the stock it would 
be u great purchase, and they had better slip 
in and take some, thus making a large 
market. The Governor very shrewdly went 
the other way, which under the agreement be 
bad a right to do, and made very large sales at 
very high prices.

A Bad Accident on the Ohio & 
Mississippi Railroad Near 
| Olney, III. 


Detached Sleepers Pull the Bell-Rope, 
and the Train Stops on a 
Down-Grade. 

The Succeeding Crash—Fifteen Passen- 
gers Badly Injured and One 

Killed. 


Four Persons Returning from a Dance 
Killed at a Minnesota Railway- 
Orossing. 


How Rotten Couplings May Be Made 
Efficient in Ratiway Slaughter. 
Special Dispatch to I Uhicago Tribuna 

VINCENNES, Ind., Aug. 19.—An exceedingly 
calamitous accident occurred last night at 11:30 
on the Obio & Mississippi Railway to east- 
bound fast express at Olney, LIL, thirty miles 
west of this piace. The passengertrain was 
running ata higa rate of speed, and consisted 
of nine cars heavily laden with living freight. 
On the summit of a very steep grade the car- 
coupling became loosened, and, breaking apa 
separated the two sleepers from the main pa 
of the train. The separation of the cars caused 
a vebement and continuous jerking of the bell 
rope, as it was drawn through the eyelets at the 
top of the car, and the engineer patutaliy sup- 
posing the repeated ringing of the bell in the cab 
was a signal for immediate action on bis part, 
put on che air-brakes and reversed his engine, 
Dringing the train almost to a standstill, thus 
forming a solid butting-post for the detached 
cars to run against. The sleepers crashed into 
them before the passengers vould realize it, 
telescoping the bead sleeper. None of the cars 
were thrown from the track. 

Fifteén passengers were injured, one fatally. 
Three brothers by the name of Challen, of Cin- 
cinnati, O., were injured, one of them so badly 
that he died in a short time. Mrs. Sarah Phipps 
and her two sons, Harry and Nathan, of Wash- 
ington County, Indiana. were seriously injured 
about the head and body. W. J. Fay, of 
Springfield, O., had his scalp cut in 
severul places. J. T. Elmore, of Ludington, Ky.,” 
was badly injured internally, and it is thought 
he cannot live. Miss Reynolds, of Vincennes, 
daughter of Engineer teyuolds, of the Ohio & 
Mississippi Road, was seriously hurt about the 
body. Sue was caught between the seats and 
crusbed and bruise i in such a manner thgt her 
recovery is doubtful. Ed C. Smith, of Oiney, 
was cut inthe head. Conductor Fessenden, who 
was on one of the sleepers, sprang to the ground 
to signal the engineer to run abead, but was 
knocked senseless in the act. One old lady, 
whose name we could not learn, suffered from a 
broken limb. Séveral otners were slightly in- 
jured. Most of the injured passengers were 
taken to Ciacinnati last night. 

The damage to property is not great. No 
blame can justly be attached to the train men. 
It was one of tnose peculiarly unfortunate oc- 
currences for which no one could be heid 
respousibie,

heavy at a crossing about a half mie 
below the town. A party going 
back to investigate found that the 
| object struck was a carriage. The horse was 
| found dead with the fragments of the buggy 
some ten rods beyond the crossing, and between 
| t place ana the crossing the bodies of four 
| people were found horribly mangied. The re- 
mains were taken to the depot and finally identi- 
fied as William Hackett, Jasper Coie, Miss Flor- 
ence Parker, and Miss Liilie Dawson. They were 
crushed and bruised so that identification was 
dificult. When found, Cole alone was breath- 
ing, the others being killed instantiy, and he 
died soon after. Tne girls were apparently 
about 17 years of age, and the men 22 or 23. They 
bad attended a dance at Crooked Lake, about 
three miles from Anoka, io the evening, and were 
returning wben the accident happened. Just 
how it occurred is not known, but it is supposed 
to have been due to che driver's careiesness. 
The road is on the open prairie at the crossing, 
und runs along for some distance nearly parallel 
to the track. It is supposed they attempted to 
cross abead of the train, wh ch runs very rapid- 
ly at this point, and miscaicualated the distance 
or were stopped ou the track by a balky horse.

CRIMES OF VIOLENCE. 

The suspension of the Criminal Court of 
this county during the month of August has 
notdeen attended by any corresponding sus- 
pension of thé commission of crimes, and 
especially no decrease in those of violence. 
Murder is fast becoming the ordinary crime 
of the professional thieves and burglars, 
and of the equally dangerous ruffian to 
whom acts of violence serve as a pastime. 
‘There are, we believe, two persons in this 
county now who are under sentence of 
death, but who are enjoying the luxury of 
delay which the Criminal Code of Lilinois 
has provided for the protection and encour- 
agement of crime. One of these men has 
had his case locked up in the Supreme Court 
for at least a year, and itis understood that 
adecision depends upon a somewhat re- 
markable contingency. One Justice did not 
sit in the case, and the other six age equally 
divided. Until one of these six resigns or 
dies, or fails of a reélection, the case must 
remain undecided. By the time that one of 
these contingencies happens the Judge who 
tried the case and the witnesses may have 
passed away, and the prisoner will be dis- 
charged. 

But the list of untried prisoners charged 
with murder is a long one. Up to date it is 
a dozen, and this does not include a number 
of murders where the criminals are un- 
known, or where the accused are still at 
large. 

The increase in the numbers of that branch 
of the criminal family given to acts of mur- 
der is unquestionably due to the loose pro- 
visions of the law and the strong chances it 
affords for an escape from conviction. The 
courts, the prosecuting officers, and even 
the juries do their duty fearlesly, but 
then the difficulty begins. Then begins the 
process for delay. Weneed not repeat the 
neasures whereby a convict under sentence 
of death or long imprisonment, if he have 
money, can baffle and defeat justice. It does 
not follow that any corruption shall exist 
pending the proceedings in the court; our 
law is loose enough to permit and secure de- 
lays without the bribery of any officer of 
the law. It is in the power of the 
convict to procrastinate and delay pro- 
ceedings until the case has become 
stale, has lost its revolting features, 
and has been succeeded in the public mind 
by other and, if possible, greater atrocities; 
until the witnesses have become scattered 
and the evidence made imperfect and uncer- 
tain. So long as the accused can provide 
himself with counsel who for proper consid- 
eration can secure him privileges and oppor- 
tunities allowed by the law, the case may re- 
main on the docket indefinitly. 

It is this defeat and delay of justice that 
encourages these men to acts of brutality and 
to actual homicides. These scoundrels pre- 
fer at any time to take the chances of eventu- 
al discharge in a case of murder than the 
almost certain conviction in a case of burg- 
lary. Hence there is no hesitation on their 
part to shoot any officer or citizen who may 
interfere with them in their burglarious or 
highway proceedings. The pistol is the in- 
separable weapon of the criminal of this day. 
The criminal of today acts on the principle 
that dead men tell no tales, that a dead wit- 
ness can give no evidence and cannot identi- 
fy the person who killed him. He acts 
on the judgment that it is the safest 
policy for him to kill the man who alone has 
knowledge of the crime, and hence the 
never-failing and prompt use of the pistol at 
the first appearance of a witness. In the 
case of the latest brutal murderof the Greek 
the assasin was just fresh from a burglary 
in which he had fired at the person who had 
interrupted him in that crime. Crime has 
progressed so far that no one now attemptsa 
robbery who is not prepared to make it also 
a murder, and in recent cases the pistol has 
been employed for both these purposes, and 
immediately after and in addition to the at- 
tempted or actual killing of an officer. ‘These 
criminals have no check, care for no possible 
contingency, and are willing to take all the 
chances so long as the laws are so loosely 
drawn that punishment is slow and uncer- 
tain. 

The crimes against property sink into in- 
significance when compared with those 
against the life and person. The common 
crime of the time is that of violence, and it is 
getting to be altogether an uncertain thing 
whether punishments as now inflicted have 
any terror for the man who depends upon 
the pistol and the delays of justice. 

Three changes ought to be made in our 
eriminal law practice. Indictments should 
be prosecuted with the least possible delay. 
Our present double-headed Criminal Court 
ought, whenever necessary, as it now is, to 
dispose of the calendar, to have even four or 
five courts in operation. The law should 
provide for the trial of all indictments in 
cases of personal violence at the term 
of the court at which the indictment is 
found unless good legal causes be 
given for a postponement. Conviction 
should be followed by prompt execution 
of the sentence, in cases of violence, 

and appeals in such cases should be heard 
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immediately after sentence and decided 


prombtiy. To obtain any respect for the law 
from the criminal class, justice should be 


prompt in its trial; where conviction takes 


place, the sentence, in cases of violence, 
should be severe, and the machinery of the 
law should provide for its vigorous execu- 
tion with the least possible delay, which de- 
lay should be limited to the least possible 
time consistent with a proper hearing of the 
facts. The supremacy of the pisto! must be 
overcowe. The public safety requires that 
the law of the State shall defend the citizens 
against murder, not that the citizens must 
defend themselves. The law must take cog- 
nizaneé of the state of society, and the law 
mustempower and require its officers to act 
with that energy and promptness which is 
necessary to resist this increase of deeds of 
violence—this increase of murder by organ- 
ized bands and gangs of murderous ruffians. 

CHICAGO CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICTS. 

Chicago will be represented in the next 
Congress by four members. It is of the high- 
est importance that the gentlemen selected 
should fairly reflect the material interests, 
the enterprise, and the culture of this West- 
ern metropolis. Congressmen from large 
cities, as rule, do not take a high rank in 
the National Legislature. ‘There istoo much 
of ward politics in the methods which pre- 
cede a nomination, and the best representa- 
tive men are too much engrossed in their 
an affairs to solicit political distinction. 
These conditions are not to be changed at 
short notice, and it is not unlikely that the 
candidates of both parties will be 
those who, either personally or through 
friends, shall be most active in organiz- 
ing the conventions. At the same time 
the business-men and influential citizens 
in their respective districts may make an 
impression upon the various conventions by 
taking some personal interest in the matter, 
and in cases of close contest can throw the 
balance in favor of the fittest aspirant for 
Congressional honors. The standing of Chl- 
cago before the Nation should induce every 
good citizen to manifest his concern in the 
choice of Congressmen. 

ln the First District (South Division) there 


is a suggestion of considerable opposition to 


Mr. Aldrich, the present member, who is a 
candidate for renomination. Thus far the 
opposition has not taken a shape which will 
be apt to commend itself to his constituency. 
Mr. Aldrich has served two terms, and his 
record for ability has been merely respecta- 
ble. But he is a conservative business- 
man, entirely beyond reproach in character 
and habits, and may be trusted to find the 
right side in questions affecting the interests 
of Chicago and the West. There is no in- 
ducement to trade off Mr. Aidrich, whose 
Congressional experience has considerable 
value to his constituency, for another who is 
not any more brilliant and whose trust- 
worthiness has not been tested as Mr. 
Aldrich's has been. The South Division has 
a large number of citizens from whom the 
Republican party could choose with confi- 
dence, Such men as Elbridge Keith, Judge 
Hawes, N. K. Fairbank, Murry Nelson, and 
John M. Clark (and others of equal character 
and ability might be named) would reflect 
honor upon the city as members of Congress. 
Some. of these gentiemen have been named 
and talked of, but there has been no 
movement centering upon any one of them 
or caiculated to influence the choice 
of the convention in his behalf. None of 
these men will consent to work for a nom- 
inaulom and in the absence of a practical 
effort to secure such a nomination it will be 
unwise to drop Mr. Aldrich, who openly 
expresses his willingness to step aside in 
favor of any better man. 

The Second District (Bridgeport) belongs 
to the Democratsif they can unite upona 
candidate, and the names of the candidates 
for the Democratic nomination indicate that 
the Irish think it belongs to them. Ald. 
Sheridah, Mr. J. J. Curran, and a long list 
of Irish-American patriots claim preference, 
each for himself. Mr. Curran has been 
frank enough to announce his platform 
in a newspaper interview. He proposes 
that the National Government shall con- 
struct a harbor and docks on the city 
front“; wants a National Commission ap- 
pointed “to adjust th® prices of labor and 
the respective quantities of the joint fruits of 
labor and capital that are to be given to 
each,“ and proposes, that the incomes 
which are largely in excess of the needs of 
life shall support the Government.” These 


are sentiments which are likely to find favor 


among a large class of Bridgeport voters, 
and Mr. Sheridan and the other Irish candi- 
dates may find it necessary to promulgate 
views equally impracticable or communistic 
in order to neutralize Mr. Curran’s shrewd 
bid for votes in his district. But Mr. Curran 
has made one mistake. He has authorized 
the announcement that he was born in the 
County of Limerick, and as there are thirty- 
two counties in Ireland with traditional 
feuds this circumstance may prove to be in- 
jurious to his prospects. Indeed, it is 
only in the event of a serious quarrel 
among the Irish candidates (by counties or 
otherwise) that the Republicans can hope to 
have a fighting chance. The only thing for 
the Republicans to do in that district is to 
wait till the last moment, allowing the Lrish 
candidates to fight it out among themselves 
in the meantime, and let their own nomina- 
tion depend upon the developments of the 
Democratic campaign. 

There is a prospect of a stubborn and per- 
haps acrimonious struggle for the Republic- 
an nomination in the Third (West Division) 
District. Col. Davis, the present member, is 
rated among the average members of Con- 
gress; he has not taken a high position, and 
perhaps never will be able to do so. He has 
proved to be a rather long-headed politician, 
but there is considerable opposition to his 
nomination for a third term, based, among 
other things, on the character of the men 
who are managing his political affairs 
and pulling the wires for him. The 
proceedings in the committee the other 
day whén judges of some of the primaries 
were named, secured Davis an advantage in 
one sense, but his apparent triumph on that 
occasion may operate against him if the im- 
pression shall spread that his manawers and 
friends acted unfairly. If this episode or 
any future development in the struggle for 
the nomination shall lead to serious conten- 
tion, with the possibility of jeopardizing Re- 
publican success in case of Davis’ nomina- 
tion, he should withdraw voluntarily. His 
reélection is not sufliciently important to 
risk a loss of the district in order to achieve 
it, and he has been the beneficiary of Repub- 
lican favor too long to be a factor in Repub- 
lican defeat. Messrs. Swett, Morse, and Ma- 
son are the only other candidates who are 
actively in the field. Mr. Swett’s reputation 
as a lawyer and public speaker places him 
at the head of the list in matter of abil- 
ity, and the fact that he is absent 
from the city perhaps does not hurt his 
chances. Prof. Morse is a gentleman of 
means and education, and, if he were better 
known, his candidacy would perhaps be 
more formidable, but as it is, his chances of 
success do not compare with those of Mr. 
Swett or of Mr. Mason, the young lawyer 
and member of the Legislature who made so 
good a fight two years ago, and is making a 
more energetic one this year. 

Inthe Fourth District (North Division) 
the race seems to be narrowed down to Mr. 
George E. Adams and Gen. H. H. Thomas— 
Mr. Farwell, the present member, having de- 
clined to be a candidate. The situation in 
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ot the others, as both contestants are 

men, and either will poll the handsome Re- 
publican majority that is to be expected 
under favorable conditions. Mr, Adams is 


a member of the State Senate, and Gen. 


Thomas was the Speaker of the last House 
in the Illinois Legislature. The present in- 
dications seem to point to the nomination of 
Mr. Adams. He is a man of large means, is 
prominently identified with Chicago’s best 
interests, and is just the sort of citizen who 
is at once available and desirable for Con- 
gress in an urban community. 


\ THE JULY DEAL IN OATS. 

The committee appointed to fix upon a 
price for the settlement of disputed contracts 
tor July oats in this eity reported yesterday 
morning. The announcement was made at 
the opening of trading, thus obviating an 
objection made to the delay in some previous 
cases where parties in the secret had the 
chance of trading on their knowledge fora 
couple of hours before the rest of the world 
was in possession of the facts. The price 
fixed upon was 60 cents per bushel, The 
range @ the market on the last day of the 
month was 59 cents up to 63 cents, the mid- 
die point in the range being 61 cents. The 
price fixed by the committee is, therefore, 
only one cent per bushel below the average 
for the day. It is understood that the lead- 
ing shorts had offered to settle on the basis 
of 55 cents, which was refused by the Jongs, 
to the manifest advantage of the latter. 

The decision may be accepted as showing 
that the committee isin favor of sustaining 
the force of a contract, unless very good 
reasons to the contrary can be shown. The 
arguments in favor of a high price were sup- 
posed to be strong, oats being high all over 
the United States, as a consequence of the 
fact that the old crop was pretty closely used 
up, while the new had scarcely begun to 
move. There is reason to believe that the 
shorts badly miscalculated in regard to the 
quantity of old oats that would be attracted 
out of first hands by high prices. It seems 
that the grain was not there, having been 
used freely as a substitute, owing to the 
shortage in the last corn crop. 

The quantity of oats “defaulted” on at 
the close of last month is variously estimated 
at not less than half a million bushels, and 
not more than a million bushels, It is highly 
probable that the whole will be settled up on 
the basis fixed by the committee, and that 
without an appeal to the courts. The result 
of the investigation into the July wheat deal 
has not yet been arrived at. 


The last number of the London Spectator 
contains an article entitled “American So- 
ciety and Its Critics” which is singularly 
just and accurate, and enjoys the remarka- 
ble distinction, for an English paper, of hav- 
ing been written by one who knows some- 
thing about the subject. Mr. Matthew Ar- 
nold represented the other school in his late 
contribution to the Nineteenth Century, “A 
Word About America.” Mr. Arnold has 
never been in America, and knows nothing 
of the people, or the Government, or the 
manners and customs of the country, except 
from hearsay. He has skimmed the New 
York Nation, which until lately has 
been edited by Englishmen for Englishmen, 
and he has glanced at a few satires on Amer- 
ican life, such as Mr. James’ novels and Mr. 
Lowell's Biglow Papers.” But even these 
he has not read intelligently. He took with- 
out the needed grain of salt the New York 
Nation’s astounding statement thatin Amer- 
ica “not one man in a hundred thousand has 
either the manners or the cultivation of a 
gentleman, or changes his shirt more than 
once a week, or eats with a fork.” Even 
the Nation is compelled to disown this odd 
assertion. which, it says, was a hyperbolical 
illustration, and as applicable to England as 
to America.“ It is hardly safe to be satirical 
or extravagantly funny in the Nation 80 
long as Mr. Matthew Arnold shall reinaina 
devoted and trusting reader of that valuable 
periodical. 

The Spectator reviews Mr. Arnold’s criti- 
eisms seriatim and leaves very little of them. 
It is human,” says the Spectator, ** to fall 
short of perfection, and we know what would 
happen to us if every man had his deserts, 
With regard to America, what is required of 


us all, from Mr. Matthew Arnold down to 


the most insignificant raconteur, is to dis- 
criminate, to have some experience before 
speaking, to remember our philosophy—es- 
pecially our philosophy of history—and to 
forget our disparaging anecdotes.” Satire 
has masqueraded so often as history that it 
is now useless to hope that the practice will 
ever cease. But if one were to learn his 
Roman history only from Juvenal, or his En- 
glish history from Pope, and Dr. Johnson, and 
Lord Byron, he would not be worse taught 
than by taking his notions of American socl- 
ety from novels that are avowedly satirical. 
Daisy Miller“ is not even a satire; it isa 
earicature. Not that there are no American 
girls as vulgaras Daisy Miller, but that they 
do not, at home or abroad, lose their vulgar- 
ity in the appearance of refinement. They 
have—to use rather an offensive phrase— 
no position in society“ in this country. 
They pass for well-bred Americans only 
in Europe. At home they are less toler- 
ated than abroad. Possibly that is the rea- 
son they are so fond of traveling in Europe. 
They often reside in Paris for years, and be- 
come “ leaders“ in the American colony by 
right of seniority. Americans submit to 
their leadership, as in the old days they used 
to go to the Jardin Mabille—because a slight 
disregard of the proprieties gives spice and 
charm, at least a feeling of freedom from 
restraint, to foreign travel. We fancy there 
are Englishmen, and Mr. Matthew Arnold 
knows some of them well, who do not re- 
flect honor on the national name when 
they are traveling in America. So with 
a difference of circumstances the American 
who is making the grand tour for the first 


time often deports himself like a boy re- 


leased from school. We have known Amer- 
icans who neve before played a. game of 
cards for money to lose large sums at poker 
on the voyage over; and the picture of the 
American deacon or clergyman at the Cre- 
morne or the Mabille is a familiar one. 
Americans must be judged by their conduct 
at home, not by what satirists write of their 
doings abroad.

title ot the review article is American So-

The 
writings of Washington Irving, Prescott, 
Motley, Parkman, Bancroft, Lowell, Long- 
fellow, Holmes, Emerson, Hawthorne, Tho- 
reau, and others that may be mentioned may 
fairly be said to constitute a literature, The 
Edinburgh Review possibly had in mind the 
poverty of American literature in the de- 
partment of fiction. There the weakness is 
confessed by all. The same writer shows 
the largeness of his misinformation when 
he says: 

While innumerable journals command a great 


circulation, there is no duller market for books 
[than America}. 


This is wholly and ridiculously false, so 
much so that we cannot but think the writer 


ore extraordinary in the 


district is more satistactory than i any 
good 
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of the R article must have made an 
unsuccessful appeal to the American public 
in book-form. 

But these and other errors in the body of 
the article may be forgiven on aceouut of the 
adinirable summing up with which it closes, 
“The slight knowledge most of us possess 
of American society,” says the English 
writer, “is derived from works of fiction 
like those of Henry James and W. D. 
Howells. These sweetmeats leave a bitter 
taste in the mouth. There is a waat of 
delicacy and sentiment in the characters 
of these women. ‘There is an absence of 
generosity and nobility of heart in the men. 
But we readily believe that these fictions are 
satirical, and that the specimens of American 
manners which sometimes fall under our no- 
tice in Europe are exceptional. It would be 
unjust that Engiish society should be esti- 
mated by the productions of Ouida or Miss 
Braddon, or by the reports of proceedings in 
our courts of law. It would be equally un- 
just to condemn the domestic manners of the 
French on the evidence of the disgusting 
novels of M. Daudet and his congeners. That 
which is really strong, refined, estimable, 
and pure in the manners of a country is not 
to be found in such works. Like charity, it 
vaunteth pot itself, is not puffed up; but it 
resides, we doubt not, in America as it does 
in other countries, in the hearts and homes 
of a cultivated and warm-hearted people, to 
which the sensational novelist of the day has 
no access, and from which even his works 
are excluded.“ 

The whole discussion is well disposed of 
in these truthful words. Unless we would 
make the mistake of writing history from 
satires and satires from history we should 
not take too serious a view of the novels, 
which are themselves professedly imaginary 
and deal with extraordinary types of charac- 
ter, customs. and manners. 


' LITERARY MEN AND STIMULANTS. 
Mr. Arthur Reade, an Englishman, recent- 
ly sent out a circular for the purpose of col- 
lecting information relative to the habits of 
literary men as regards the use ot stimulants. 
Among the returns was one from the Abbé 
Moigno, whose statements are making quite 
a sensation among the opponents of tobacco. 
The Abbé says that for many years he had 
been in the habit of smoking three or four 
cigars a day, and that he would empty his 
snuffbox, which held twenty-five grams, 
in a day, but one day while at work upon a 
difficult mathematical problem he fougd his 
memory failing him. He was unable re- 
member dates and names, and, becoming ter- 
rified, he gave up both cigars and snuff, 
since when his memory has returned and he 
has been in perfect health. He says that he 
scarcely ever leaves his work-table and has 


digestion is perfect, and he can do any 
amount of work though he is now 80 years 
of age. In confirmation of his industry he 
claims that he has learned twelve foreign 
languages and has published 150 volumes, 
small and great. 

Ostensibly this is a good showing so far as 
the Abbé Moigno is concerned, but it is the 
despair of statements of this kind that what 
applies to one does not apply to all. There 
ard plenty of literary men who do use stimu- 
lants and are very prolific in writing. There 
are numerous others who have never used 
tobacco and snuff and have learned no 
foreign languages and written no books at 
all. One part of the good old Abbé’s confes- 
sion, however, upsets the other, for in place 
of tobacco and snuff he took to black coffee 
and brandy, thus showing that stimulants 
were a necessity to him after all. As be- 
tween the two different forms of stimulants, 


no trace of headache or brain-weariness, his * 


there is little choice so far as health is con- 


cerned. Considering his experiences with 
the one class, however, it is a little remarka- 
ble that he does not now abandon the other 
and acquire the remainder of the foreign 
languages and turn: himself into a book- 
making machine. As the world, however, has 
heard very little of the Abbé’s books that 
were written while he was smoking and 
not any more concerning those written since 
he left off, of what particular importance 
are his statements? The human machines 
differ widely. Some run best without stim- 
ulants; some won't run at al without them; 
others need a little. Some have done very 
excellent work who were great smokers; 
others have done very poor work who were 
great smokers; and some who don’t smoke 
at ail haven’t accomplished anything. The 
Abbé appears to be one who has smoked a 
great deal and written a great deal, though 
the world was not aware of either fact until 
just now. So long, then, as his work doesn’t 
pay, the old fellow ought not to deprive him- 
self of his favorit habit during his few re- 
maining years, 


PUBLIC PENANCE. 

The case of public penance in an English 
church, which was reported by telegraph a 
few days ago, is like a scene out of the life 
of the Middle Ages reproduced amid all the 
altered surroundings of the nineteenth cent- 
ury, and strikes one as being as novel and 
quaint as would a Sunday observance of 
Puritan days occurring on an irre- 
sponsible and irreverent Chicago Sabbath. 
Llewellyn Hartre, a young manof Clevedon, 
had seduced a girl, who, like Hetty Sorel, 
was awaiting trial in prison for the murder 
of herchild. Itisavery old and common 
story, that of the girl, but the experience of 
the seducer, though it involved no punish- 
ment but that of shame, would strike that 
detestable class with terrified astonishment 
were its enforcement general in these days. 
The Vicar of Clevedon, with the approval of 
the church wardens and of the congregation, 
invited the faithless Hartre to make a public 
confession of his guilt in church, and con- 
sent to undergo penance. Strangely enough 
Hartre consented. On Sunday the wardens 
brought the man into chureh, and on reach- 
ing the chaycel he kneeled, and the wardens 
handed the Vicar a paper which Hartre ac- 
knowledged to be in his own handwriting. 
It was read, as follows: I, Llewellyn 
Hartre, do acknowledge to be guilty of a 
most grievous sin, for which I do hereby ask 
the forgiveness of my fellow-men, and of the 
woman I have wronged, and of Almighty 
God.” The rest of the scene is thus de- 
scribed in the London Standard: 


The Vicar then said: ‘The penance laid upon 
you is, that you go to the Assize Court at Wells, 
when it shail vext be held, and take your place 
where I sbail sit you, by the prisoner at the bar. 
Will you accept that penance?’ The man au- 
swered, Les. Turning,to the congregation, 
the Vicar said. 1 am going to ask you alia 
question. Seeing that this man has humbied 


himself in the house of God, and provided he 
carries out his promise, will you forgive bim: 


It so, answer I wiil.’’’ The congregation re- 
plied, 1 will.” The Vicar continued: “One 
thing more. Will you all, so far as opportunity 
may permit, so beip this man towardg living n 
better life, and shield him from reprofeh ia this 
matter? If so, auswer I will.““ The cohgre- 
gation replied, “i will.” The Vicar thea, türu- 
ing to the young man, pronounced these words: 
God be with. thee, my son, and give thee the 
peace of true repentance te live a better fife 
from this time henceforth. Amen.” The Vicar 
afterwards ascended the pulpit and preached a 
sermon. 


Under the strict forms of the laws of the 
Church of England the action of the good 
Vicar was perfectly legitimate and in keep- 
ing with the ordinances of the church, as the 
system of venance still remains one of its 
institutions, though it has become a dead 
letter, because it is incongruous with modern 
ideas and habits. For this reason it is not 
likely that we shall hear of a revival of pen- 
ance or of a flocking of Liewellyn Hartres to 
the confessional. There was atime in more 
primitive forms of society, when crime was 
not illuminated with popular glorification 
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as objects of admiration, that penance was a 
powerful instrument in the hands of the 
clergy, but it Is an impotent agency now, 
because however willing the clergy might be 
to impose it the people are not willing to ac- 
cept it. This does not show a drifting away 
from the church so much as it shows that peo- 
ple will not accept a punishment that 
they are not compelled to undergo at the 
hands of one institution, especially when 
another institution, the civil law, now per- 
forms so much of the work that used to be 
done by the church. So incongruous is the 
appearance of this man Hartre, and so ut- 
terly at variance with all modern ideas and 
practices, that it is inconceivable how this 
medieval Vicar ever induced his actor to 
appear in this pretty little’ pastoral episode 
of the cruel drama in which he had played 
the leading part—a scene wh Ich at least re- 
quired considerable moral courage unless 
he were so ignorant and morally obtuse as to 
be insensible to shame or to the remorse 
which, one would think, must have preyed 


upon him, standing by the side of his victim, 


on trial for a crime of which he was as 
guilty as she. If it makes a better 
man of Hartre, the Vicar will find some com- 
pensation in his attempt to revive an old 
practice, though he has no means of know- 
ing whether the subject was honest in his 
protestations, Still, in the spirit of the old 
practice there is much that is commendable, 
and if there were something like this ordi- 
nanee in effect now by which the man who 
wrongs a woman could be made to suffera 
part of her shame, and wear the scarlet let- 
ter also, instead of escaping scot free, while 
his victim suffers all the punishment, there 
might be less injustice in the world, for he 
would be a bold man who would dare to 
stand by the side of his victim before the 
public gaze acknowledging himself as the 
author of her shame. So long, however, as 
such 4 punishment is optional we need not 
look for a rush of criminals in quest of 
church discipline or anxious to proclaim 
their guilt to their neighbors. 
OIL ON TROUBLED WATERS. 

The Scriptural adage of pouring oil on 
troubled waters has engaged the attention of 
the English Government, through the efforts 
of Lord Carnarvon, who introduced the 
matter in Parliament recently with such 
success that the Board of Trade is about to 
adopt measures to test the value of experi- 
ments, and if they prove to be of practical 
importance will institute further measures 
for the protection of life and property by 
this process. In his argument Lord Carnar- 
von ealled attention to private experiments 
which had been made, and which were very 
interesting in their results. Mr. Shields, of 
Perth, observing that the oil which came 
from some machinery stilled the surfaee of a 
pond, laid perforated pipes under a danger- 
ous bar across the mouth of Peterhead Har- 
bor, and then pumped oil into them from a 
reservoir on shore. As the result, he says: 
‘*Tiuge green billows, from ten to twenty 
feet high, which cupled in white crests as 
they neared the harbor mouth, and broke in 
mad surf over the bar, were reduced to 
swelling waves, over Which any vessel could 
have ridden in safety.” 

The remarks made in Parliament by vari- 
ous speakers show that this process of still- 
ing troubled waters is not at all new, but has 
not been systematically used. The quieting 
virtues of oil have been known for centuries. 
The Syrian fishermen have always used it, 
and Persian boatmen are in the habit of tow- 
ing astern of their crafts bladders filied with 
oil and pricked so that it can leak out gradu- 
ally. In Pliny’s time the sponge-divers in 
the Mediterranean used oil so as to obtain a 
smooth surface when they rose. Whalers 
have always observed the effect when biub- 
ber is cut off alongside the ship. Fishermen 
in the Shetland Islands, Cornwall, and on the 
coast of Norway use a great deal of oil for 
soothing the sea. Since the experiments at 
Peterhead, referred to above, the London 
Standard says numerous cases of the use of 
oll have been recorded, and it mentions the 


following: 

For instance, two Italians crossed the Atlantic 
from Bueuos Ayres to the Mediterranean ina 
small sailing boat, which was Bubsequenttiy ex- 
hibited in Milan. They experienced rough 
weather, but by the free use of oil rode through 
the waves without shipping a bucketful. Whal- 
ers have been known to calm the surface by 
towing pieces of biubber alongside and astern, 
and the Captain of a steamer deciared that his 
vessel would have beemlost in the Bay of Biscay 
had it not been for his foresight in pouring oil 
on the troubled waters. Off Sable Island a 
schooner has been seen to tear her way through 
a sea lashed into white foam by one of the vio- 
lent storms which sweep that inhospitable coast 
simply by ladiing out blubber and train oil, 
though in the same gale many stouter ships 
went to the bottom. Angther case is on record 
of a vessel which was threatened by breakers 80 
high that they seemed likely every minute to 
ingulf the ship. However, no soongr did they 
approach the oil-covered surface of the sea, 
which extended a few bundred feet from the 
side, than they fell, and permitted the vessel to 
survive the hurricane. 


The general fact seems to be well estab- 
lished that oil will calm the troubled sea, 
though it sometimes fajls owing to the ac- 
tion of tides and curre:ts which sweep it off 
before it can accomplisi#its pacific work, but 
its use in private hands for hundreds of 
years is a sufficient test of its efficacy, and 
were scientific men to give it attention, dis- 
covering the best kinds of oil, and the best 
methods of using it, and the amount to be 
used, the area of its usefulness might be 
largely increased. This is what the English 
Government now proposes to do, and all the 
officials of the Board of Trage and the Ad- 
miralty, as well as those the National 
Lifeboat Institution, have been ordered to 
experiment, and to report results. If oil has 
this soothing effect upon salt water 
with its strong tides and currents, why 
should it not have a still more marked eifect 
upon the water of our lakes, whieh are not 
influenced to any perceptible extent by tides 
or currents? As it requires but a very small 
amount of oil for an ordinary ocean voyage 
say a few gallons—it would need still less 
for our short lake cruises. The experiment 
is one richly worth trying, and might save 
many lives anda vast amount of property. 
If a gallon or two of oil will save one of our 
lake vessels, certainly it ought not to be lost 
for the lack of it. Itis a very simple matter 
anyway to try the experiment, when any of 
them get canghtin the next great blow. 


OBJECTION is made to Mr. M. A. Morse, 
whois a candidate for Congress in the Third 
District, and who is also a member of the Con- 
gressional Committee, making out the list of 
judges for the precinct primaries to be heid in 
his ward. The objection is a good one. No 
man suould be a judge in a case where his own 
interests are concerned, even though he be 
thoroughly honest and unbiased.

The Twelfth is a large and im- 
portant ward, full of good Republicans anxious 
to have honest primaries. Let the friends of 
each candidate select a judge at each polling- 
place. It may be that there are some precincts’ 
in which each of the four candidates will claim 
representation. But why not give it? That 
would make tour judges instead of three, but 
what difference does that make? The more good 
judges there are the honester the primary.

on the Culiom vote seventeen. The Eighth Ward 
was given seven votes by the committee. That 
Ward was unequally divided by the last 
apportionment, the greater part of it going wity 
the Second District. That small fraction which 
remains in the new Third District gave Garfield 
1,097 votes. Assuming that it gave Gov. Cullom 
a few more, it should have at the most six votes.

The pipe was carried down 
tne front of the boiler and put through a hole 
drilled immediately above the furnace-door, 
The scheme was a successful one. If. immedi« 
ately after “firing up,” the steam was turned 
off from over the furnace, a heavy, thick volume 
of smoke would As up the tall smoke-shaft, 
and turn itseif out at the top in such density as 
to cause a dark shadow te fall upon the ground 
even at noonday, as the smoke shot itself lazily 
in serpentine forms athwart the sky. When the 
steam, however, was injected over the furnace, 
and there commingled with the air rushing 
through the holes in the perforated door, the 
outpour of dense smoke Wasat once a 
and no more oke was emitted from tne. 
smoke-shaft than issued from an ordinary cot- 
tage-chimney.

Tue cordon of international scientific sta- 
tions around the North Pole basin is pre- 
sumably by this time nearty if not quite com- 
plete, and the observational work they are de- 
signed to carry out fairly begun. The differ« 
ent corps of observers sent out to occupy these 
Arctic outposts were instructed to begin 
observations on Aug. 1 inst. if possibie, 
and continue them if possible till Sept. 
1, 1883. The research undertaken in accord- 
ance with the scheme of Lieut. Weyprecht 
embraces all the phenomena of Arctic meteor- 
ology, terrestrial magnetiem, auroral displays, 
and astronomical eveats, with a number of op- 
tional investigations. These observations will 
be taken hourly each day; and the instrumental 
equipment of the various expeditions, as well 
as their persounel, insures a thorough investiga- 
tion of the phenomena occurring within reach 
of the different stations. The United States 


and Russia have each opened two stations; En- 


giand and Canada together oecupy one; and 
Germany, Austria, Holland, Sweden, Norway 
Finland, and Denmark, each occupy one 
making twelve in ail. A calculation of the mea 
latitude of these polar observatories places 
them on the parallel 71 degrees 5 minutes north. 
As the circumference of this parallel is about 
8,000 miles, it will be seen that the average dis- 
tance of the stations from each other is a litte 
less than 700 miles.

Chicago Districts. 


The Reasons Why Mr. Aldrich Is 
Ahead Up to Date. 


A Charice of a Lively Democratic Wran- 
gle in the Second District, 


And a Certainty of a Warm Republican 
Fight in the Third.

The local Congressional! fights are warming up 


all arouad as the suramer draws toa ciose and 
| convention day comes nearer and nearer. The 
| preliminary skirmishing was never more inter- 


esting, and unless some of the combatants are 
kilied off the final battie will be waged wita un- 
usual warmtb and vigor, aud at least in one of 
the home districts—the Third—with no little 
bitterness. The path toa nomination this year, 
under the peculiar circumstances underlying 
the contest in the four Chicago districts, 
is lined with anything but roses, and the 
various candidates have found themselves bead 
over beels in business trying to jerk out the 
stumps and remove the otner obstructions in 
their way. They are still at it, with varying 
degrees of success. 


First District, 

The struggle among the Republican brethren 
on the South Side grows in interest. The con- 
vention has not yet begp called, for the reason 
that some of the members of the Congressional 
Committee are stillout of town. They will re- 
turn from their summer wanderings shortly, 
however, and the general impression is that 
the committee will cali the convention 
for about the middle of September. Mr. 
Aldrich bas performed au astonishing amount 
of leg and other work during tue first week of 
his Canvass, just ended, and is apparently in the 
best of spirits, as he contemplates the repairs to 
his fences and looks ahead to what he regards 
as reasonably certain—a renomination for a 
fourth term. His principal campetitor, Irus 
Coy, of Hyde Park, is making it as warm for 
Mr. Aidrich as he cap, but doesn’t appear to 
have grown much since the Congressman’s re- 
turn.

Yards Company and the anti-corporation feel- 
ing which is to many a voter what the carmine 
rag is to the enraged bull.

Assessor Drake on the South Side 


Assessment, 


There was nothing new yesterday before the 
Equalization Committee—in fact, there was a 
want of a quorum—in reference to the Pullman 
assessments. Assessor Maher failed to put in 
an appearance, and could not be found, but his 
uffidavit of the aay before served to keep the 
question alive. He charged, it. will be remem- 
bered, that a “ prominent citizen” of Chicago 
had offered him§ 1,000 to reduce the assessment, 
which he had refused to accept, but he 


deulined to state who the individual was unless 
be was asked in writing Ly the attorney in the 
case. Mr. Lyman, who is the attorney, sought to 
see him, the understanding being that he wus to 
be before the committee, but did not succeed, 
aud in the absence of Mr. Pullman from tue city 
be concluded be would not write him on the 
subject, there being no occasion for undue 
haste. He proposes, however, to seek the name 
Of the allewed would-be briber at his earliest 
convenience, but will advise with bis clients 
first, and when he acts he says it will be with a 
view to getting at the bottom facts. 

Commissioner Donnersberger, Chairman of 
the Equalizauion Committee, says lu reference 
to the matter that he is satistied Mr. Maher will 
be able to present the name of the person who 
offered him $1,000, and that the individual will 
not deny it. He thinks, bowever, that whoever 
the person was, he acted without authority from 
Mr. Puliman aor any one else, and tnat his 
scheme was to offer the money, and, if he could 
secure the reducuon, to go to Mr. Pullman and 
attempt to extort from him double the amount 
for his services. 

Nothing will de done in the matter by Mr. Ly- 
man until Mr. Pullman returns, which will be 
early this week, except that if be should meet 
Mr. Maher he will publicly demand the name of 
the $1,000 individual. Mr. Maher may refuse to 
give it, and it he does Mr. Lyman will then act 
upon Mr. Pullman's advice, which he is satisfied 
will be to push Mr. Maher to the wali, and com- 
pel him to tell all be knows on the subject—tirst 
to him, and next to the grand jury, of which he 
is a member. . 

Mr. Frank Drake, Assessor of the Town of 
South Chicago, will on Monday transmit to the 
County Board a communication which explains 
itself, as follows: 

CHICAGO, Aug. 19.— To the Honorable Board of 
Commissioners of Cook County : My attenuon bas 
been called to a communication addressed to 
your board by Jacob Beidier and other residents 
and taxpayers of the Town of West Chicago, 
asking a reduction of the assessment of prop- 
erty in that town as made by Joseph Sokup, As- 
sessor. Inasmuch as the granting of such re- 
quest would necessarily increase the amount to 
be paid by the other towns in Cook County, and 
particularly the Town of South Chicago, allow 
me to state some facts as to the relative assess- 
ment of the three towns situate within the City 
of Chicago. 

In 1879 real estate was at its lowest ebb; the 

@uic bad exerted its full effect. In that year 

r. Sokup was elected Assessor of West Chicago, 
Mr. 8S; B. Chase of North Chicago, and I was 
elected in South Chicago. An understanding 
was arrived at between Athe three ssessors to 
allow to each access to the assessment books of 
the others, in order to arrive at a uniform basis 
of valuation and tax property of the same value 
on the same basis in all three towns. 

When the assessments were concluded they 
were believed to be substantially fair in relation 
to one another. 

aguregute assessment in 1879 for each 
town was as follows: South Town, §46,953,300; 
West Town, $64,862,384; North Town, $14,178,700. 

The assessment of 1882 in each town ig as fol- 
lows: South Town, $54,117,440; West Town, $25,- 
096,940; North Town, $16,800,640, 

ln the three years which have elapsed since 
1879 the assessments in the three towns have 
varried as follows: 

The assessmentin South Chicago bas increased 
$7,164,062, or about 15 per cent. 

The assessmeut in West Coicago bas increased 
$264,553, or about three-fourths of | per cent. 

The assessment in North Chicago has actually 
decreqsed in those three years, and is less than 
it ae in 1879 by $279,060, or about 2 per cent. 

the increase of (hegassessipent of property 
since the assessment Of 1879. which has been 
made in the Town of South Chicago, had been 
followed in the West Town and the North Town, 
those two towns would have pukd in taxes, for 
the years 1880 and 1681, $662,000 more than they 
have paid. It those two towns had paid as much 
tax in proportion as the South ‘Town the City 
Governmeut would have bao al the money re- 
quired for publicgxpenditure; and there wouid 
Dave been no defhand for a large increase of 
the assessments of real and persona! property. 

It seems to me certain, beyond the possibility 
of doubt, that the West wu, and the North 
Town also, are not assessed as much. in propor- 
— to the actual value of property, as the South 

‘own, 

The growth of the ng | has taken place in those 
divisions to a much large: degree than in the 
South Town. 

The recent census of Chicago, taken under the 
autbority of the Board of Lducation, shows that 
since the Federal census of 1850 the population 
of the Soutb Side has increased 4,027, the West 
Side 34.006, and the North Side 14,504. 

Coutrast the growth of population with the 
variations in the assessments. 

The South Side has increased in population 
since 1880 4,027, and the assessment since 1879 
has increased $7,164,060, or $1,779 per head of 
the invrease, 

The West Side has increased in population 
since 1880 34,006, and the assessment since 1879 
has increased $7.55 per bead of the increase. 

The North Side bas increased in popuiation 
since 1880 14,504, and the uggrew#ate of the assesa- 
ment in that town is $27¥,v00 less than it was in 
1879, being about 2 per cent less than the assessa- 
ment of 1879. : 

The growth of population in the North Di- 
vision seems to have bad the effect of reducing 
the taxable property io that town to the amount 
of $15 per bead of the ipcrcase. 

The matter of equalizadon of assessments be- 
tween ‘ue various towns becomes of the great- 
est interest to the taxpayers of the Town of 
South Chicago In view of the probabie action of 
the State Board of Equalization. 

When the beard meets to equalize the assess- 
ments between the various counties of the 
whole State and take into consideration the fact 
that siuce 1870, altho the business of the 
country bas been conducted on the basis of our- 
rency equal in vulue to coin, there has been a 
revival of trade and a larwe advance in the 
property in and about Chicago; when they con- 
sider that during those three years the popula- 
tion of West Chicago has increased 45,000, and 
the value of buildings erected there equal 
$4,500,000; when they consider that in North 
Chicago the population bas increased nearly 
15.000, and that during the period since 1879 
buildings have been erected there at a cost of 
$3,500,000; and when they consider that 
the assessment ot the West Town bas 
during this period of prosperity and 
growth increased only about $250, 000, 
und the assessment of the North Town has been 
reduced over $250,000, the State Board of Equal- 
ization will be driven irresistibly to the conclu- 
sion that those towns have not been fairly as- 
sessed, that their growth in wealth and popula- 
tion bas been totally disregarded by the Assess- 
ors, and the result will be that the valuation of 
Cook County as a whole will be raised. if that 
would affect only the towns where the assess- 
ments made by the Assessor were too small it 
would be well enough, but the State Board can- 
not raise the assessment of one or more towns; 
it must raise the assessment of the whole coun- 
ty. and that will be distributed among the towns 
in proportion to town assessments. In case the 
State Board should raige the valuation of Cook 
County 25 per cent, it would have the effect to 
add 25 per cent te the assessment of every jowa 
in the county as it shail be ftimally fixed by 
your honorable board. the assessments 
are lert by vou as they were made 
by the Assessors, the action of the State Board 
in raising the valuation of the county will still 
further increase tbe inequality of taxation 
which exists, and still furthtr burden the tax- 
2 of South Chicago. They complain of un- 


ust taxation, ana particularily of the practice 
of the State Board in adding to their taxes; but, 
if other towns are not taxed enoug?, it is the 
duty of the State Board to add enough to the 
valuation of the county to make it equal with 
the ratio found to exist in the other counties of 
the State; and the increase must fall as well 
upon those towns which are sufficiently taxed 
as upon those which avoid a jus and propor- 
tionate assessment. In my opinion, justice ro- 

uires that 15 per cent of the, assessment in the 
‘town of South Chicago should be taken off. and 
the amount distributed between the Towns of 
West and Nortb Chicago. 

This would ve justice now, so far as the taxes 
of this year are concerned, but it would not 
compensate or reimburse the taxpayers of the 
Town of South Chicago for the excessive taxa- 
tion of 1880 and 1881.

A NOVEL AND VALUABLE CLOCK. 

Within a few days the American Watch 
Company, of Waltham, has completed and 
forwarded to the headquarters of the United 
States Signal-Service Bureau at Washington 
a large, novel, and very finely-constructed 
clock for the use of the service. ‘The case is 
made of brass, of sufficient hight to allow 
the swing of a ndulum one métre in 
length. The case is made perfectly air-tight 
and has been constructed in such a manner 
that the air ean be exhausted and the move- 
ment run in @ vacuum, thus avoiding the va- 
riations incident to atmospheric changes. 
A very tngenius electrical attachment 
has been affixed the movement 
whereby the clock is wound as it runs, 
thus overcoming the variations usual when 
the main-spring is fully wound or partly 
spent. The manner in which this is accom- 
plished is by alternately breaking and clos- 
ing an electric circuit and using the motion 
thus obtained and the power of the electrical 
currentin rewinding the spring we means of 
a worm and other mechanism, which jis so 
graduated as to motion that the winding 
keeps exact pace with the running. The 
slightest variation from this is shown on a 
delicate indicator attached thereto. The 
train is jeweled, and will consequently be 
but very little affected by the friction inci- 
dent to such a complicated piece of ma- 
chinery. Anotber of these clocks is in proc- 
ess of construction, and is intended for use 
at Wesleyan University, Middletown, Ct.—

BAD CITIZENS. 


Dougherty and His Gang Held for Burg- 
lary. 

Eugene Dougherty, who murdered Nichétas 
Jobns, a restaurant waiter, last Thursday. was 
with his gang of toughs brought before Justice 
Wallace yesterday to answer to the charge of 
burglary, the gang having entered ex- County 
Commissioner Dradicy's house on West Harrison 
street previous to the murder, aud stolen a 
small amount of money and other arti- 
cies. The prisoners charged with the 
burglary were Dougherty, Charles Slater. 
Fravueis Hall, and .Wilifam bhkowley. The 
latter, whose record is hot particulariy bad, and 
against whom there was little evidence, was 
fortunate enougna to have his case dismissed. 
Possibly he had squealed in order to bave things 
go lightly with bimw. The other three prisoners 
were @amtned and were beld to the Criminal 
Court in bonds of $900 each. Mike Blake and 
Bob Adams, arrested with the Dougber® rang. 
were also arraigned ona charge of burglary, it 
being suspected that they are the fellows who 
recenutiy entered the house of Mr. Parker in 
Hyde Park and stole about $400 worth of valua- 
bies. 


IT IS LIKEWISE SUSPECTED 


that they are responsible for a number of re- 
cent suburban burglaries. They @ere beld in 
bonds of $1,500 each to Aug. 29, by which time it 
is expeeted that further evidence will be had 
against them. Lieut. Kipiey thinks it probable 
that Blake is the men who murdered a citizen 
in Rock ford sgme time ago and tor whom 4a re- 
ward of $2,000'is offered. What ground there is 
for this belief, other than that Blake is a ba 
man. is not stated. 

From the record it appears that Dougherty's 
first appearance in the Criminal Court was on 
Feb. 12, i875, where under the alias of Andy 
Dougherty be wastried and convicted of lar- 
ceny, but bis parents made so ardent au appeal 
tothe court that sentence was suspended. In 
the winter of 1875 he was aguin on the docket 
upon a charge of robbery, but for some reason 
or otber the indictment was stricken off. July 
25, 1876, be was found guilty of being found 
in a building with inteut to steal. The 
jury found that be was under 18 years 
of age, and instead of going to the 
penitentiary be was sentenced to eighteen 
mouths’ imprisonment in the House of Correc- 
tion. That same day he was tried for larceuy, 
but the jury disagreed. The presiding Judge 
evideutly had a very clear idea of his guilt, eise 
80 severe a sentence would scarcely have beeu 
imposed. Dougherty never served bis time, 
ho@rever, tur Feb. 10. 1877, he was arrested for 
the burglary of a barber shop at the corner of 
Polk and Clinton streets, but got out of the 
scrape in time to be stabbed on March 2 by the 
notorious * Foxy Whalen, now under sentence 
to five years in the penitentidry for robbing a 
Frenchman named Deschamps of $800 in a 
saloon on West Harrison street. The cut 
was as trifling as his other mishaps, 
for on April 1 he was arrested tor 
bighway robbery at the cornerof Canal and 
Adanis streets; the day following he was beld in 
$1,500 bailtothe Criminal Court. Juve 14 he 
wus brought to trial, but was found not guilty 
by the jury. The same day, while yet on trial, 
being Out on bail, be was arrested for

Aug. 10 he pleaded guiity to a charge of larceny 
in the Criminal Court, was remanded, and tive 
days later was senteuced to six months ina the 
House of Correction.

THE CUTTER *“ MAGGIE.” 


The British cutter Maggie, owned by Mr. War- 
ren, and now on the Atlantic coast, is said to 
one of the most substantiaf vessels atioat. Th 
following description of the Maggie. is taken 
from the New York Herald, and will be read 
witha great deal of interest by yachtsmen and 
boat-buiiders: * 

The Maggie is a very good sample of the cut- 
ter yacht. 
on the harpings and has a slightly rounded 
water-line. Her sie tumbles in very littie and 
ends in a fair and plump overhang. The beam 
of the stern-post is quite as great as at the boat's 
widest place, which conformation gives her a 
long and powerful — In this respect she is 
the opposit of the Ora. built i New York, and 
now with the New York fleet, whose stem is ap- 

arentiy finer than there is any need ef. The 

aggie’s bowsprit is on one side, and rigged 
with a ratchet on the top, to run it in and out. 
The bowsprit shrouds come inon deck and the 

urchase, which consists of two iron sister 

locks, are hooked into an eyebolt on one of the 
stanchions. This allows the shrouds to beset up 
at pleasure and only leaves the plain wire outside 
the boat. The whiskeris hinged into a bolt at 
the stem bead, and held up with long books from 
uft, to keep the whisker from moving fore and 
aft. The windlass is on the port side of the bow- 
sprit and has only one bead; this is filed in with 
wood, and weighs very little. The forestay 
comes down through tne stem, and sets up at 
the bitts; the foresail takerope aiso reeves 
through the bead of the stem, and sets up with a 
block to the bitts. The main hailiards come 
dowa on each side ot the mast and belay toa 

inrall that is just aft the mast, athwartsides. 

he band that bolds the boom is near the deck, 
and over this is a Winch to set up the balliards. 
The main rigging is set upon the shrouds, and 
the topmast shrouds, two in number, are set up 
in channels, as usual. The topmast backstay is 
run down througha fair leader, on the after 
shroud, and then carried aft with the purchase 
on it, ready to shift. All the blocks for 
the topmast shrouds and backstays are 
of on and with single nooks. The 
falls are of bemp, the pendauvt of the run- 
ner being of flexible, galvanized wire. The 
sister blocks are all of ash. The fall is passed 
under thumb-cleats on tbe stanchion and be- 
layed on a halt cavel on the stanchion. The 
biocks on the gaff are on a span of copper wire 
leuthered, with a buil’s.ye to travel on. This 
divides the strain. The main sheet is rigged on 
the ordinary English plan, with leading blocks 
on each quarter and horseblock on a patent 
buffer. The cavel on the quarter is made quite 
heavy and finishes up all round the stern, set 
on the timber of the counter. On the quarter 
there are three pins on each side which make 
convenient belaying pins. Aft there is a round 
hatchway leading into a sail room; forward of 
the sail room is the after statervom, wit two 
berths, lignted by a skylight. The door between 
this and the main saloon is rigged with steps on 
one side and cleats on the other, thus doing duty 
as u door and a ladder at the same time. The 
accommodations below are of an excellent 
character, and the Maggie is a cruising yacht as 

well as a racer. 

The cutter, according to English authority, is 
the fastest tifteen-tonmmer ever built in that 
country, and sbe bas already won three races in 
American waters.

After the services 
were closed the procession again formed and 
proceeded to the saloon, where a very learned 
and eloquent address was delivered by Dr. W. B. 
Egan, the President of the Chicago HRepeal As- 
sociation and founder of that iastitutioa, upon 
Ireland and Her Wrongs,”’ eliciting loud, fre- 
uent, and protracted applause from an over- 
owing house.

THE SHERMAN HOUSE. 


An Order of Court for the Removal of 
Its Furniture. 

An application was made Friday before Judge 
Drummond by the United States Mortgage Com- 
pany to vompeil Mr. J. leving Pearce to buy the 
furniture of the Sherman House at whatever 
price the court might nx as the value, as he had 
agreed ina stipulation made July 1 last. when 
he was let into possession of the hotel. An 
error was made in the report Saturday, to the 
effect that the company wastrying to force the 
trustee to buy the furniture. The Judge, how- 
ever heid that the furniture belonged to the 
company and that Pearce’s former contract 
with the trustee to buy it at $80,000 was a nu- 
dum factum and not binding on bim, and he 
could not be compelled to buy it. Saturday aft- 
ernoun, therefore, the company made an appli- 
cu tiou to Judge Drummond to be allowed to re- 
move the furuiture from the hotel. After con- 
siderable discussion as to terms the following 
order was entered by stipulation of the parties: 

It is hereby ordered on motion of complainant 
that the Receiver herein, or such person as the 
Receiver may designate, may remove the prop- 
erty of the said United States Mortgage Com- 
pany, purchased of Marsb, trustee, and re- 
ferred to in three chattel mortgages—one to 
Hale Bros. & Co., one to Field, Leiter & Co., and 
one to the United States Morigage Company— 
now io and connected witb the sherman House. 
iv the — ot Chicago, and deliver the same to 
the compiainant herein; and it is further or- 
dered that the said Keceiver, or the person that 
be may designate, be empowered to enter the 
said Sherman House or any part thereof for the 
purpose of removing said property at all bours 
of the day between 6a. m. and 6 p. m., with such 
assistance as muy be deemed necessary to effect 
such removal, and it is further ordered that for 
the purpose of inspecting said property, the said 
United States Morigage Company may appoint 
two competent and suitable persons to enter 
said Sherman House, or any part thereof, dur- 
ing the hours aforesaid, under the supervision 
of said Receiver, or the person designated by 
bim within six days from inis date, and the re- 
wova! of said property shall be completed witn- 
iu fifteen days from this date, and with us littie 
disturbance and inconvenience as may be prac- 
ticable to the occupants of said hotel. And all 
questions not ruled in this order now made are 
— for the further consideration of the 
cour 

Mr. H. W. Bishop, the Receiver, had come 
howe trom the seaside, where be was enjoying 
a most comfortable time, expressly to accom- 
modate the parties in the case, and after the 
above order was made they applied to bim to 
appoint a substitute. He accordingly appointed 
Mr. Henry M. Shepard, a well-known lawyer, to 
act in his place, with all the powers he might 
possess. The work of removing the furniture 
from the Sherman House will probably begin 
this week, as soon as it has been examined by 
the company’s representatives to see if the 
terms of the lease as to renewals, repairs, etc., 
have been complied with.

SNIDE INSURANCE. 


The State Auditér Going for a Number 
„ eof Illicit Companies. 

It was mentioned several days ago in a Spring- 
field dispatch that in an interview between a 
TRIBUNE correspondent and the State Auditor, 
who is ex-officio the Commissioner of Insur- 
ance, the latter had stated that it was his inten- 
tion to run down and prosecute every insurance 
company doing an illegal business in the State, 
and to properly punish in aceordance with the 
statutes the agents of all such underground com- 
panies. These prosecutions will shortly be 
commenced by State's-Attorney Mills in the 
shape of an action of debt against the agents 
in the Circuit Court. It is required only to 
prove that the insurance company bas not com- 
plied with statutory regulations, which may 
easily be done by the records at the State Capi- 
tal, and to prove that the company is actually 
doing busivess here. The companies included 
in the list are as tuHows, the agents for the same 
including almost every well-known La Salle 
street agency: Teutonia of Allegheny. Pa.; 
Eureka Fire & Marive, Cincinnati; Pennsyl- 
vania, Monongahela, Farmers’, Fireman's, 
Western, Miami Valley, Germania Fire & Ma- 
rine, Globe, Cineinuati. Merchants’ & Manu- 
facturers’, all of Cincinnati; Canada ‘Fire 
& Marine of Hamilton, Ont.; State of 
Des Moines, la.; Factors’ & Traders’ of New 
Orleans; Dayton of Dayton, O.; Union Fire, 
Buffalo, N. L.: Allegheny of Pittsburg; Arti- 
sans’, Pittsburg, and Western of Pittsburg, Pu.; 
Union of Buffalo; Dominion of Hamilton, Out; 
Sun Mutual of N Orleans; Home Fire & 
Marine; and the Te nia of New Orleans. 

There are some fifteen or twenty regulations 
which these companies are required by Chap. 
73 of the Revised Statutes to comply with, and 
the violation of the provisions of this act 1s pro- 
vided for in the penal Sec. No. 115, which reads 
as follows: 

“Any such incorporated company, associa- 
tion, or partnership which spall transact its 
business in this State in violation of the pro- 
visions of tuis act shall, tagether with the 
agent or agents 8o uplawfully transacting said 
business, jointly and severally be subject toa 
penalty of $500, to be sued for and recovered iu 
the name of the people of the State of Illinois 
by the State’s Attorney of the county in which 
such agent or agents may reside, and one-baif of 
said penalty whep recovered sbail be paid into 
the treasury of tue said county. the other half 
to the informer of such violation.“ 

The inforwer in these cases is a gentleman 
connected with a well-koaown law firm, who has 
been in correspondence for some time with Mr. 
Swigert, the State Auditor. The nature of the 
detauit uf each of these gompanies is ~ ges 
alike in any two cases, witch necessitates a dif- 
ferent form of complalnt in euch suit. These 
forms have all been deicded upon, and as soon 
as they are completed they will be tiled with the 
Clerk of ‘he Circuit Court, and suits forthwith 
commenced. Many of the companies specified 
are duing a thriving business in this county and 
Scighborhood, and some of the enterprising 
men on La Salle street are acting as their 
agents, and this determined action on the part 
of the Auditor and the others interested will no 
doubt strike them very forcibly.

STILL A MYSTERY. 


No Clew to Lead to the Discovery of 
Emily Sisiey’s Murderer.

No tangible evidence, 
however, has been adduced against them, 
and the majority of the ple believe them in- 
nocent.

The Christian Observer, the organ of the Pres- 
bytet lan Church in the South, bas this to say: 
A circular has been sent to many of the minis- 
ers of our church with the following request 
appended: ‘ 

“itis particularly requested that you do not 
allow this document to be made use of by the 
press until such time as the signatures are 
gathered, when it shall be sent at one and the 
game time to all our chureh papers alike.”’ 

The circular is designed to get a large number 
of ministers committed in advance of the pres- 
byterial meetings, and to bring the pressure of 
their combined intiuence upon the presbyteries 
to .induce them to overture the next General 
Assembly to violate our agreement touching 
the exchange of delegates with the Northern 
Assembly. After calling up the past so as to 
arouse the ions of che reader, it offers this 

ragraph for signature: 

“Itisthe opinion of all those whose names 
here ap t our presbyteries at their fall 
meeting, exercising their ciear constitudonal 
right to review the proceeding of their com- 
missioners, should declare their dissatisfaction 
with the basis of fraternal relations adopted at 
Atlanta, and should overture the Lexington As- 
sembly to decline entering the Northern Assem- 
biy until it shall compiy with the concurrent 
resolution retracting mutually all offensive im- 
putations.“ 

If Dr. Herrick Johnson's explanatory resolu- 
tion had been concealed from our Assembly, or 
if it dad been adopted. subsequently to our ap- 
1 ot delegates, there might be reasou 

u this. But atter our assembly formally con- 
sidered it, and still declared its “ eutire satisfac- 
tion with the full and explicit terms in 
which the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church in the United 
States of America has expressed its re- 
ciprocal concurrence in the per transmitted

They 
are to the effect that most of these meetings are 
run by soulless corporations, whose greatest 
calculation isto make money by breaking the 
Sabbath; the tendencies of the meetings are 
immoral from their surroundings, and the fact 
that they are looked on as an amusement or 
recreation, and the day of their efficiency in 
God's cause has passed. 


The Roman Catholic Archbishop of Toronto, 
the Very Rev. Father Lynch, in speaking of the 
Salvu uon Army last Sunday said: *‘Some of you 
bave, no doubt, seen aso-called Salvation Army. 
You will not look pe it as an auxiliary of 
Christ or one that will bewet reverence for God's 
religion. Yet the heads of the Church of Eu- 
giand had to invoke such an army as that to 
heip it. If London required such agencies it 
was pretty low indeed. It was a sad acknowl- 
edgment to make if such an army is considered 
necessary by the Church of Eugland.“ 


The Outlook (London) says of the Rev. Dr. Hall: 
Pleasant it was to see and hear Dr. Jobn Hall, 
of New York. at the Presbytery of Londcn on 
Tuesday evening. He is without question in the 
front rank of living Presbyterian divines; and 
somehow he seemed to us, as he stood before 
the moderator, a model Presbyterian, a sort of 
incarnate expression of the system to which be 
is attached—a man solidly built, and of grave 
and simple bearing—a coinbination of sobriety 
and vigor. Noone could imagine him losing his 
head’ or talking nonsense, or playing the pious 
mountebank. A steady, well-balanced, discreet, 
but thoroughly progressive mau is John Hall, 
the very type, we should say, of Presbyterian 
Christianity.”

It is to 
be situated on West Madison street and will 
have stores underneath, and is to cost 610.000: 
also a store and at „ on South Park 
avenue for W. I. ullivan to cost 
9,000: also two other dwellings to cost 

7,000 each. F. L. Charniey bas let the contracts 
for the Averell Building, which is to be erected 
ou the corner of Jackson street and Wabash av- 
enue. It is to be six stories. with a basement, 
and is designed for aéstore and office building, 
and is to have an exceptionally handsome front, 
composed chiefly of iron and plate-glass. The 
building is to be first-class in every respect, with 
all modern improvements, and will cost in the 
neighborhood of $60,000. The foundations are 
being laid, and the work is to be pushed with all 
possible speed. 

W. Strippleman bas let the contracts for the 
Slaughter Building on Wabash avenue near Con- 
gress street. Itis to be six stories high with a 
basement, and is 95 for furniture ware- 
rooms. The front will be composed of glass and 
iron, and every advantage will be taken to ob- 
tain all the light possible. The building when 
completed will cost $60,000, 

Mr. Strippleman is also building a store and 
flats corner of Wentworth avenue and Twenty- 
sixth street for J. Oppenheimer, to cost $17,000. 
Also a store and flats for C. L. Kramer, corner 
Maidson street and Campbell avenue, to cost 
$14,000. Also six dwellings On Campbell avenue 
for Eich Bros., to cost $21,000, 

Mr. P. Mulcrone has nearly completed a three- 
story and basement store and elegant flats cor- 
ner of West Lake street and Hoyne avenue. 
The dimensions are 26x70 feet, and the frent is 
of Philadeiphia pressed brick and stone trim- 
mings. The improvement cost $10,000, 

Work bas been resumed on the nave of Ascen- 
sion Church, on La Salle avenue. The sum of 
$10,000 will be expended this season. 

The Western Avenue Congregational Chapel 
Society are building at the coruer of rolk street 
and Western avenue a churen. The building is 
40x90 teet, auditorium 40x60 feet, and a chapel 
20x40 feet. It is of brick, and will cost when 
completed $10,000. 

W. L. B. Jenoy is making plans for additions 
and alterations to the Theological Seminary of 
the Northwest (Presbyteriao), corner of Halsted 
street and Beiden avenue. Among other things 
is a new residence for the Professors, which wil! 
in itself cost $50,000, 

James R. Willett has completed arrangements 
for the erection of the St. Maiachi Cnurch, on 
the corner or Western avenue and Walnut 
street, to cost 820,000. 


Potter Palmer’s New House. 

On the Lake-Shore drive, at the corner of 
Banks street, a new sbort street recently opened 
between Goethe and Schiller streets, the ele- 
gaunt new residence of Potter Palmer is in pro- 
cess of erection. It is to cost half a million 
dollars when completed, and good progress 
is being made on it. It is to be the largest pri- 
vate residence in the city—iarger in fact than 
any one of the Vanderbilt row—and will be 
rivaled only in size by some ot the residences of 
Western bonanza kings on the Pacific slope. 
The location of the residence affords a south 
and east exposure, with a fine, unobstructed 
view of Lake Michigan. The frontage is about 
150 feet and the depth nearly the same. It is to 
be builtin the Norman Gothic style of rock- 
faced stone or “quarry.” The main ashiar is of 
Wisconsin brown graoit, and the trimmings of 
sandstone, no galvanized iroa being used at all. 

The handsome residence is entered by way of 

a carriage porch, the entrance being on the 
northeast corner, flanked with polished granit 
columns and remarkably rich in stone carvings 
in the same brown Wisconsin granit. The cost 
of the stone will be $100,000, and it is calculated 
that tbree vears will be required to complete the 
structure. As yetonly the outside plans have 
been completed, ana work has not been begun 
on the pians for the interior. 
Passing through the door one enters a wide 
vestibule, on the right of which is a small stair- 
way, for the use of guests on reception days, 
leading to what is to be Mrs. Palmer's boudoir. 
A recess for an elevator is to be on thé other 
side of this vestibule. Advancing one comesinto 
as large octagonal hallway tally thirty feet 
wide, on the left of which is a 28x4- 
foot library. In this are two immense bow win- 
dows, with a large fireplace between them and a 
handsome arch extending over the whole. At 
the southeast corner of the room is a baicony and 
a low window ieadiug into the main conservatory. 
This conservatory extends along the east side 
of the house and is 45x60 feet in propordons. 
Off the library is the morning-room, 20x22 feet, 
with a southeast expose, jutting out beyond the 
main wall and also leading into the conserva- 
tory. Folding doors on either side of the room 
connect with the library end dining-room, and 
over an antique fireplace in the room is a large 
window. é‘ 

In the extreme southwest corner of the house 
is the refectory, in one corner of which is an 
ornamental cieset and in e®fether an arched 
passageway to the lawa. In the northwest cor- 
ner is the main drawing-room, which is 
to be a very elegant apartment. It is sixty 
feet long an wide in proportion, one 
end being cut off by an arch, giving an arcade 
for statuary. It contains a twenty-five-foot 
baywindow, which lights it up brightly. Wide 
portais connect this with a reception-room 
across the hall to the east, the whole immense 
space being practically one. The first floor 
also contains a butler's pantry, store-room, and 
numerous other smaller apartments. 

An immense staircase twenty feet wide ex- 
tends upward from ove end of the main hall, and 
occupies the centre of the house. Above it is a 
sort of arcade lighted with windows above. On 
the second floor a wide gallery extends around 
She main Rallway. in the centre of which is a 
stained-glass lantern suspended from above. At 
the southeast corner of the second floor is the 
family chamber, 22x20 feet, immediately over 
Leading out of this room is a dress- 
ing-room, 20x25 feet, with south exposure, 
for Mrs. Palmer, and from this room one can 
enter four large closets and a 12x14 bath-room. 
ln the dressing-room is a large fireplace. Off 
the family chamber on the other wing is Mr. 
Palmer’s dressing-room, clothes’ closets, and 
lavatory. At the southwest corner of this floor 
is the two boys’ be 22x23, with closets, 
etc. Over the butier’s Pantry is a doubie tier of 
servants’ rooms, the house being higher at this 
point. 

Mrs. Palmer’s boudoir is in the northeast cor- 
ner of the second floor, and opens onto a piazza 
25x20 feet, which commands a fine view of the 
lake and the drive. The apartment contains a 
huge tireplace, and will be very cozy. The rest 
of the second floor is taken up by large 
guest-chambers, with separate suites of 
dressing-rooms, closets, and dath- rooms. 
The third tloor is also taken up by more cham- 
bers and an apartment which can be fitted up 
with a stage in case of private theatricals. On 
the north side of the house is a tower twenty-five 
feet square, which extends up twostories higher 


than the adjoining walls, in one corner of which - 


is a turreted staircase. The tower extends 
to wu hight of 100 feet and ends in a battlemented 
turret. The basement is finely equipped, and be- 
neath it is a very roomy sub-celiar. The house 
is considered absolutely fireproof, and when 
completed will be a structure of which Chicago 
may well be proud. : 


A Suggestion for a Grand „ Flat» 
Building. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 19.—As it would seem that the 
“flat’’ or apartment-house idea has become 
pretty thoroughly naturalized in our leading 
cities, why is it that some of our large capital- 
ists do not see it to their interest to put up so 
large and splendid a building of the kind as to 
afford the greatest amount of comfort and lux- 
ury at a comparatively moderate price? 

In New York we hear of numerous apartment 
houses tuilt or building that cost $800,000 to 
$1,000,000 each, and that pay splendidly on the 
investment. One of these is described in which 
the apartments covering but 25x80 square feet 
have all been taken before the completion of 
the building at from $2,500 to $4,000 each. This 
heavy cost and necessarily large rental is due 
largely to the high price of the land, that costs 
in choice neighborhoods $2,500 to $3,000 per front 
foot, while ground here equally desirable can be 
bought for $300 or $350 per foot. In New York 
consequently the large part of the cost isin the 
land, while here that would be reduced toa 
minimum. As a result an apartment house 
here costing three-quarters of a millionor a 
million of dollars would be over twice as large 
as one of same cost in New York, have 
greater conveniences and at asmall part of a 
cost. In Chicago too it has thus far 
seemed desirable to bave such buildings cen- 
trully located; consequently some of the finest 
that baveso far been builtare found on the 
North Side near to business, and in the best of 
these rents range from $1,600 to 81.800 on the 
lower floors and $1,000 to $1,200 in the fifth and 
sixth stories. Nowif buiit on four or five times 
us large a scale it seems to me that prices could 
be greatly reduced, so that apartments contain- 
ing every convenience and luxury and ot ample 
size would not average over $1,000 throughout 
the building. 

On the North Side entire blocks are still unoc- 
cupied, near to business and large enough for 
is the 
Newberry Block on Rush street, between Ontario 
and Erie streets. Another isthe Magie Block, 
on Cass and State streets, stiil further 
south. Still another is the beautiful Ogden 
Block on Dearborn avenue and Clark street 
and Washington Square. The last two havea 
street railroad at one side of them, adding 
greatly to their convenience. Some of these 
cau doubtiess be purchased, and eiwwer of them 
would give ample room for a grand building 200 
by 300 feet in size, surrounded by fine streets 
and avenues, and which, built six or eight 
stories in hight, made practically fire-proof and 
furnished with several elevators and numerous 
stairways, would give beautiful and luxurious 
homes at a moderate cost to bundreds of fam- 
jlies. Such a large building as this, too, would 
support a fine restaurant, so that some apart- 
ments might have kitchen and laundry con- 
veniences, while others might be built with 
private dining-rooms only, and giving their oc- 
cupants all the comforts and absence from 
hous¢keeping cares that are supposed to

For the first fifteen days this month fifty-four 
Sales of real estate have been recorded, repre- 
senting a money value of $66,778. Building 
operations are as brisk as ever, and many fine 
houses are being erected, both for residence and 
business purposes. The Town Clerk issues on 
the average about three building- 
day. The demand for choice — 2 
near the Lake Shore is also very good, and sales 
are constantly being made at prices nearly 
double what they were a little over two years 
ago. The assistant Cashier of the Commercial 
National Bank has just bought 100 feet south 
front on Barry avenue at $50 per foot. Propert 
directly opposit was sold two years ago for $36. 


A Slicht Difference, 

At a recent meeting of the Equalization Com- 
mittee it was stated that Block 58, original 
town, On which the Portland, First National 
Bank., Dore, Grarnis, and other valuable build- 
ings are situated, was assessed at only $651,000, 
Commissioner Donnersberger received a letter 
from Thomas Lyman, who built the Portland 
Block, stating that that buildihg alone was 
worth nearly that. The Commissioner figured 
out the value of the block from recent sales, 
costof new building, and offers to buy that 
have been rejected, and concluded that Block 
53 was worth at least $2,750,000, or more than 
$2,000,000 more than the Assessor’s Valuation.

in spite of the American Association. This can 
and win be doe. not by the reénact- 
ment of the five-men agreement, which 
may or may not be  oontinued for 
another year, but because Chicago, Detroit, 
Cleveland, Buffalo, Boston, and Providence can 
and will pay more money to keep the players 
they want than the non-league clubs can pos- 
sibly afford to pay. There is, in fact, far more 
probability that the league will invade the play- 
ing list of association clubs than that the con- 
trary will be the case. There is not one of the 
six league clubs uamed that would have the 
least trouble in keeping its own men. They 
will probably have to pay higher salaries 
than at present to the players most in 
domand, but that they would certainly 
do so as & measure of self-protection. Even 
if Troy and Worcester should witndraw from 
the league their best players would quickly tind 
their way to other league clubs. The abrogation 
ofthe five-men agreement would simply open 
the door to competition between the leugue 
clubs, and result in a general increase of 
salaries, which would have its effect equally 
upon hext year's expenses of the American As- 
sociation clubs. The latter all have cheap teams 
oR hong their salary accounts ranging from 
$6,000 to $9,000, and perhaps all of them will have 
a comfortable balance at the end of the season: 
but bow will it be when their salary 
accounts shall _bave been doubled as the result 
of competition? How many of the association 
clubs could get through the season of 1883 with 
salary lists of $15,000 to 818.0007 Ball-players 
know that to promise tg | and to pay are two 
very different things, and they are not going to 
leave a sure thing for a precarious and doubtful 
chance or experiment. It can be said with ab- 
solute certainty that not asmgle player whom 
the Chicago Club wishes to retain for the season 
of 1883 will be found in any other team next year, 
and the same will undoubtedly be true of every 
other club in the league for 1883. If the Ameri- 
can Association wants to continue to play ball 
on the 25-cent-admission basis it had much bet- 
ter be studying how to prevent an increase in 
the average rate of the compensation of ball- 
players, who are already overpaid, than to be 
figuring on getting league players at higher sal- 
aries than those now paid. There 1s 
plenty of room in America for the 
two organizations, and both can prosper 
provided they conduct their affairs in a 
prudent and business-like manner, keeping 
down expenses to the lowest point possible; but 
if common-sense principles are disregarded, 
and it comes to a question of a struggie for ex- 
istence and the surVival of the fittest, it will not 
be the league that will go down,

shows bow closely they stick to each other; and 
at the end of the present week they will doubt- 
less be still banging together at no greater in- 
tervening distances. Worcester is the only 
club hopelesiy in the rear. The result shows 
how thoroughly the game is understood, and 
how largo a body of players are professional ex- 
perts. Meanwhile the gradual and careful im- 
provement of the rules, through long and con- 
stant experience, makes the game all the surer 
of securing as firm and lasting a foothold in this 
country as cricket has in Engtand. N

When 
there are a half a dozen stallious of the same 
name, the number will fully identify the one in- 
tended, and that without any further explan- 
ation. But, there is another feature in this 
numbering system that is of still. greater prac- 
tical value. It will prove a very effective bur- 
rier against misrepresentations and frauds. 
Whena man says bis horse is standard and 
registered, us many do every day of the year, he 
must be able to give bis number or stand con- 
victed of misrepresentation on the spot. 

Mr. Wallace has devoted about twenty-five 

ears of bis life to the investigation of the 

orse history of the country. and after he had 
completed the thoroughbreds, to which there 
were many belps more or less reliable, he took 
up the trotters, and out of nothing, practically, 
he has constructed the four great volumes of 
the Trotting Kegister, a fitting monument to his 
untiring industry and zeal.

She has a wonderful flight of speed, and latterly 
Mr. Bonner has succeeded in shoeing her so that 
she carries this speed over a distance of ground. 
She bids fair on a mile track and in harness to 
trot down close to 2:10. 


Mr. R. C. Pate, of St. Louis, sold last Wednes- 
day to Mr. C. F. Emery, of Cleveland, the weil- 
known trotting mares Lucille and Katie Middle- 
ton. Lucille, who is by Exchequer, a thorough- 
bred horse, has a record of 2:21, obtained in 
1877, and before breaking dowu was Considered 
one of the fastest and gamest mares on the turf. 
Katie Middleton, by Mambrino Patchen, has a 
recora ef 2:23, which figures are no measure of 
her speed, however,-as she has frequently trot- 
ted. miles in 2:20, and could show a halt in 1:07. 
She was a mare of great endurance, but became 
very unsteady during the latter part of ber turf 
career. Mr. Emery will breed these mares to 
one of the stallions at his farm near Cleveland. 
Katie Middleton was priced at $1,250, ana Lucille 
at $1,000. Ine bay mare Rigolette, owned by 
Mr. Pate, and now trotting inthe Central Cir- 
cuit, is a full sister to Lucille. 


Two notable sales of fast trotters were made’ 
during the past week. Mr. J. D. Rockafeller 
purchased the chestnut mare Annie W., record 
2:20 (by Almont Jr.), for $8,000, and his brother, 
Mr. William Rockafeller, secured the brown 
mare Early Rose, record 2:20, a daughter of 
Aimont. Last year Mr. Rockafeller’s offer of 
$10,000 for Annie W. was refused—$12,000 being 
asked. Mr. William Rockafeller paid a large 
sum tor Karly Rose, but the exact figures have 
not been given. As over $12,000 was refused for 
her not long ago, however, and $20,000 was 
asked, itis probabie that 515.000 would not be 
far from her price. Early Rose was purchased 
three years ago by a young Philadelphian named 
Elliott tor $500. At that time she was a mixed- 
gaited filly, and could not trot in three minutes.

The follow- 
ing are the particulars of the accident, as 
gleaned from the Captains of both the schoon- 
ers: The King, light, bad a few minutes before 
the accident let go the tug towing her 
out and was proceeding with all 
sails set down the lake headed due 
north, with a fair breeze from the southwest. 
The Floretta, coal-iaden, from Sandusky, was 
bound up in tow of atug. When within a short 
distance of each other, the tug having the 
Floretta in tow changed her course, and tried to 
cross the King’s bow. The Captain of the King, 
seeing that a collision was imminent, ordered 
his helm put down hard to the starboard and the 
vessel's jiba lowered, but the order was too late, 
and the King crashed into the starboard 
side of the Floretta amidships, carrying 
away the latter's mainmast and main rigging, 
springing her mizzeumast. carrying away twenu- 
ty or thirty feet of her starboard rail, together 
with upwards of twenty stanchions, and doing 
other damage. The King struck the Fioretta 
stem on, and carried away her own jibboon and 
bowsprit, broke her windlass, and stove in sev- 
eral planks on her starboard bow. At the time 
of the collision the King was sailing about eight 
miles an hour, and the blow she struck the 
Floretta must have been tremendous. TheCap- 
tain of the King claims that the collision would 
not have happened had the tug that bad the 
Fioretta in tow kept on her course instead of 
trying to cross the bow of his vessel. The dam- 
age to the Floretta is serious and will probably 
amount to $1,000 or $1,500, The damage to the 
King will be somewhat less. It was a singular 
acciden@ occurring as it did in broad daylight 
and within a mile of the entrance to the mouth 
of the river. The mainmast of the Floretta 
in falling went clear through her deck. No one 
ou either vessel, fortuuately, was injured. 


Arrival of a Magnificent Vessel. 


Late Friday evening there arrived at this port 


one of the most magnificent vessels ever 
launched on fresh water. We refer to the 
schooner City of Cleveland. The City of Cleve- 
land brought a cargo of 2,300 tons of hard coal, 
the largest cargo ever carried by a sailing ves- 
sel on the great lakes. The following is a brief 
description of this leviathun sailing vessel: 
Length of keel, 258 feet: length over all, 275 
feet; breadth of beam, 39 feet; depth of hold 
23 f®et. She is iron-strapped outside, has an 
iron arch inside, and is edge-boited throughout. 
She was built by Quayle & Son, of Cleveland. O., 
and cost in the neighborbood of $80,000. She 
rates Al“, the highest rating accorded. The 
City of Cleveland is commanded by Capt. A. 
Greenley, one of the best known and ablest sea- 
men on the lakes. She is so built that she can 
be converted into a steamship, which will prob- 
ably be done the coming wiater. Those that de- 
sire to view a monument of marine architecture 
will not fail to pay the City of Cleveland a visit.

Bare arms and necks are again displayed by 
the latest fashion in cutting French bodices. 

Heliotrope silk shading to gold makes an ex- 
quisit toilet combined with black velvet. 

Spite of opposition, children’s dresses are still 
preferred made in the Princess style. The shape, 
however, is much concealed by its numerous 
drapings in the form of paniers, sash, and 
other trimmings. 


Upon velvet-trimmed dresses the old style 
zouave jacket is again seen, this also being of 
velvet and rounding over the chest, thus giving 
the bodice beneath the appearance of a waist- 
coat. These jackets, accompanying costiv French 
dresses, are frequently bordered with rich pas- 
sementerie bands or a glittering applique work 
of jet, ruby, or amber beads. 

Colored laces are meeting with great favor 
with American ladies. Their designs are usually 
of Spanish variety, and their colors include all 
the fashionable dyes of dark-green, wood- brown, 
bronze, royal-blue, terra-cotta, garnet, ecru. 
Russian gray, amber, heliotrope, pule-biue, and 
oid-gold. These laces have been in great de- 
mand this season both for dress and millinery 
purposes. 

A very pretty dress lately worn in this city 
was made of dark green nun's cloth, with very 
deep collar and turnover cuffs made of ficelle or 
twine lace. The skirt was kilted all the way up 
and over this was a tunie made with full Buck- 
ingham puffs. The dark green jersey bodice was 
trimmed as described above. e but and para- 
soi were of dark green satin, lined with pale 
pink surah trimmed outside with rows of ficelie 
face anda tender branch of hedge roses and

‘ery pretty garden-party hats are made ot 
sprigged India muslin, shirred over fine milli- 
ners reeds, with about an inch between each 
runner, The wide vrims are lined with rows of 
lace laid one over the other, the edge of the last 
row extending about haif an inch beyond the 
rim of the hat. Small yellow-bearted marguer- 
ites are sewn uround the outside of the brim, 
and a little bunch of them is set on one side of 

crown amid the folds of lace which also 
trim the bats. Similar flowers are worn upon 
corsage. 

Airy and beautiful summer toilets for brides- 
maids are cloudy creations of white silk tulle 
and lace, over white silk princesse slips; these

Imported traveling skirts have already 
appeared made thus, and above this kilted skirt 
is the stylish French panier polonaise with its 
exquisit shape and artistic drapery.

jackets, with full sash drapery of the dress ma- 
terial caught up in graceful folds above the 
kiltings. In such fabrics as foulard, Louisine 
Corab, and Rumechunder silks the effect is ex- 
cellent, but with heavy tweeds, cheviots, and 
cool- weather materials the question, of added 
weight will probably form considerdle objec- 
tion with many persons. 

Ine wonderful success achieved by figured 
satins, pom padour cambrics, and other attractive 
but inexpensive washiug fabrics has given rise 
to the desire to apply these designs to richer tis- 
sues, and for the autumn, softly draping mono- 
chrome fabrics, such as voile religieuse, and many 
other varieties known under the geveric name 
of “veilings,” will be made up in combi- 
nation with silk and wool fabrics, showing de- 
siens similar to those seen upon the dainty sum- 
mer materials just alluded to; these pretty floral 
devices being wrought upon grounds matching 
the shade of the monochrome fabric. These 
novel figured goods will be among the most pop- 
ular of early autumn textiles. 

The following model of a wrap comes from a 
London designer: The material is black otto- 
man broché, with a jabot of black lace down the 
frontanda double trimming of similar lace 
around the edge; over it fall small round tas- 
seis of chenille and cut jet pendants, with fine 
effect. The shape of the mautle is very becom- 
ing to a good figure. It fits closely on the shoul- 
ders and rises quite high around the throat. the 
jace trimming the neck in a sort of pulling, 
thence failing in a frill,thus forming a deep 
collar. Fitting closely to the waist as it does, 
there would be a want of the needful fullness 
necessitated by the tournure, were it not added 
by means of gatherings adjusted below the waist. 

The pointed Camargo bodices and Josephine 
corsages so much in vogue are ornamented with 
a scarf drapery which is carried from the point 

in front over the bips—following the extreme 
edge of the bodice—to the back, where it ter- 
minutes in a very large bow and long sas ends, 
which fall over the skirt. For instance, a new- 
ly-imported Parisian dress of black watered-silk 
bas a drapery of loosely-arranwed folds of satin 
crossing the bodice transversely in front and 
edging che pointed waist over the hips, these 
folds being laid over a kiltmg of black Spanish 
lace. Theskirt of this dress is laid with alter- 
nate rufties of watered-siik, shirred frills of 
black satin, and kiited ruffles of lace. 

Pate-tinted satin skirts, with pointed front 
breadths and lace tunics, drawn open to show 
the tablier, and heid back or raised by clusters 
of flowers or bows and long ends of satin rib- 
bon, are very elegant, and are worn for dancing- 
dresses at summer- resorts. For very young 
fadies’ ball and evening dresses finely em- 
broidered French muslin, much trimmed with 
feathery white ruches and frillings of lace, are 
quite the fasbion, with natural flowers carelesly 
arranged upon the dress in single sprays or 
trailing garlands, thus giving a beautiful finiso 
to these toilets. Jasmine, corn-flowers, scariet, 
and white carnations, clematis blossoms, pan- 
sies, and, above all, half- blow roses of every 
description, mingled witb trails of dark green 
smilax and tiny fern fronds, being the favorit 
floral garnitures for young girls. 

Basques are cut in every shape and style im- 
aginable—round, pointed, long or short, with 
square tabs all around the edges, in postilion 
fashion, or with full puffs lined with a contrast- 
ing color and issuing from beneath a sbarp- 
pointed cuirass corsage a la Marie Antoinette. 
Then again we see a bodice with long “ direc- 
toire’’ appendages resembling exactly the coat- 
tails of our graudfathers. These are seen mostly 
upon elegant imported dinner and reception 
dresses; and in contrast are peplum bodices 
with panniers large enough and full enough to 
take the piace of atunic. Uponone lady we be- 
hoid a jersey bodice defining the figure pertect- 
ly, fitting it like a sheath, and utterly devoid of 
trimming of any Port; and beside ber another 
lady with a corsage covered with puffs, laces, 
frills, buttons, and frogs innumerabie, and it is 
ten to one that the lady wears the jersey wha 
ought to wear the full-trimmed bodice, and vice 
versa. 

Silk flounces, veiled by those of lace, compose 
very elegant trimmings for dress skirts. There 
are now so many beautiful fanacy-woven and 
machine-wrought patterus that vie in beauty of 
design and delicacy of effect with many of the 
costly hand-made designs both in black and 
white lace, that this garniture need by no means 
to be 80 expensive as one would at first suppose. 
Amoug these are the moresque or Oriental 
laces, the Tunis, Polanza, Louis XIII., Mechlin. 
Miricourt, Alengon, Aurillac, Point de Nemours, 
and Newport point, and lastly the Osborne, au- 
other pretty lace in the style oj the Alengon 
laces, with a dit of Valenciennes pattern 
wrought in the design. All of these laces have 
become deservedly popular on account of their 
peculiar adaptability to dress garniture, and 

yarticularly on account of their moderate price. 
‘he colored silk bionde laces, in all shades, are 
very desirable for trimming light summer ma- 
terials, which they should match in color. These 
laces, plaited or gathered at the edges of the 
flounces, tunics, Or panniers, suffice for the or- 
namenotation of such iight fabrics as grenadines, 
baréwe de Luz, mouesseline de sole, surah, Pekin 
gauze, and tinted India mull. A white or biack 
silk shirt, trimmed with alternate ruffles of silk, 
and frills of fancy loom-made lace, is a founda- 
uon for numerous changes of toilet, as over- 
dress, polonaises, tunics, and basques of any 
color, or any rich material, can be worn one after 
another over this one skirt, giving great variety 
to the costume, with the saving of much extra 
ex pensé. 

At a recentinformal gathering of ladies at a 
quiet summer resort not far from tbis city, the 
following paragraph, read from a London so- 
ciety and fashion jourual, was the text for an 
animated interchange of views on the pros and 
cons Of crmoline: Lou ask metosend you 
down acrinolet. Notfor the worid! You must 
not have one, Amy. Only the most third-rate 
people wear them. I will send you a little horse- 
bair bustie which just throws the dress out trom 
the waist. Your maid must do the rest, as the 
whole secret lies in the ample drapingsef the 
foids of the gown.”” At the close of the dis- 
cussion by common consent a vote was taken, 
resulting in a unanimous expression of disap- 
proval of the revival of che hoop-skirt. While 
it is true that these structures, shorn of their 
ungainly and ridiculous amplitude, are worn 
today, and more commonly so than they were 
even a year ago, it is quite as true that they 
are not a favored articie of dress; and women of 
good taste, and those who aspire to be 
leaders of fashion, have not adopted 
them; and the dope as well,  fortu- 
nately, as the probability is that they will 
continue to regard them with positive disfavor. 
The present style of dress requires in very many 
cases the wearing of the simple French tournure 
to support the back drapery and keep it in place, 
but these bear no sort of likenesss to the hoop- 
skirts worn some years ago, which were always 
getting in every one's way, a constant source of 
discomfort and annoyance to the wearer, anda 

rotesque caricature of tne grace and comeli- 

ess of the {orm with which Nature has endowed 
woman. It is too much perhaps to hope that 
the bhoop-skirt, which a dozen yearsago occu pied 
so wide a space in the domain of fashionable 
appareil, will forever rest undistutbed in the 
lumber- rooms of time. The history of the 
world’s whims and caprices in the matter of 
dress is against it. By quiet and almost imper- 
ceptible approaches the airy cage with which 
women wére once accustomed tosurround tem- 
seives will be restored to favor, and when the 
reaction comes it will appear in its broadest, 
ugiiest exagyerations. But for the present let us 
rost in hope, and it the evil day arrives in the 
lifetime of any of our readers they will no doubt 
learn to bear the fashionable ill with becoming 
patience and resignation.

Ex-Controller John A. Far- 
well wasuamed as Secretary. A committee of 
three on resolutions, consisting of Controller 
Gurney. Ald. Bond, and Ald. Shorey, were ap- 
pointed, who reported the tollowing memorial, 
which was adopted: 

Bowing with submission to Him who doeth all 
things well, we, the officials and ex-Ootheials of 
the municipality of Chicago, desire to piace this 
memorial of our grief upon record in regard to 
the death of the late Walter Kimball. who 
— as Controiler of this city from 1805 to 

869: 

We recognize the fact that in his demise Chi- 
cago has lust a citizen of rare manly virtue and 
integrity, a manwho led an uoblemished lite, 
and who by his sterling qualities drew around 
him a wide circle of friends, who appreciated 
them, and who feel keenly the loss which this 
community bas sustained. In all his official 
deaiings he was ever true to the people whose 
interests be represented, and he endeavored to 
discharge his duties faithiully. Never faltering 
in his devotion to his country, be was always 
known as a public spirited and benevolent citi- 
zen, ever having an opeu nand anda kindly 
word for the poor and suffering. Geniai and 
good-hearted, he won the love and esteem of 
those who laboged under him. He wasa loving 
busband and an affectionate father. 

Resolved, That the City Council be requested 
to spread upou its records this memorial, and 
that a copy of the same be sent to the family of 
the deceased, and that they be published in the 
city papers. 

Resolved, That members of the City Council 
and other oflicial representatives of the Munic- 
ipal Government be requested to attend the 
funeral services of the deceased on Monday next 
at 2:30 o'clock in the afternoon. 

Mr. W. J. Onahban, ex-Aid. Kafferty, ex-Ald. 
Burley each paid tributes to the deceased, the 
latter having known him for forty-five years. 

Ou motion of Ald. Hildreth, in respect to the 
memory of the deceased, it was requested that 
the city offices be closed at 12 O clock on Monday, 
the day of the funeral. This request will be 
granted by order of Controiler Gurney. 

The late Walter Kimball was one of the 
founders of the Central (Prof. Swing’s) 
Church, and held the office of Eider 
from its organization to the day of 
hisaeath. He wasa constant attendant upon 
all the services of the church, and was a zealous 
and faithful worker in all the duties of his of- 
fice. His pure Christian nature won all hearts 
to him, and his loss will be deeply deplored by 
the whole church, and especially by those who 
have been wore particularly associated with 
him in the various church services,
